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CAIRO (Reuter). — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak returned home 
yesterday after four hours of talks m 
Jordan with King Hussein on Ways of 
activating the Middle East peace 1 
process, his political adviser Osama 
Baz.said. 

Baz, who accompanied Mubarak 
to the unscheduled talks in the Red 
Sea port of Akaba, told reporters 
here that the two leaders discussed 
"ways erf resuming the dialogue that 
leads to activating the peace pro- 
cess.” 

He said tjtey wanted the U.S. "to 
seek a dialogue with a Jordanian- 
Polestinian delegation that will ex- 
plain the Arab point of view,” 
adding: “We expect this delegation 
robe formed soon." 

. Jordan and the PLO agreed last 
February on joint effortsto achieve a 
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moves 


peaceful solution to the Middle East 
conflict. 

.Egypt, the only Arab state to have 
signed, a peace treaty with Israel, 
supported the accord while radical 
Arab countries and PLO factions 
rejected it. 

Baz said the purpose of yester- 
day's previously unannounced- talks 
was to consult with King Hussein 
after his talks in Washington in May 
and recent contacts with FLO lead- 
ers. 

They also assessed the situation in 
Lebanon and the Iran-Iraq war, he 
added. 

It was the eighth meeting between 
Hussein and Mubarak since last 
September, when Jordan resumed 
relations with Egypt broken over 
Cairo's 1979 peace pact with Israel. 


U.S. papers caredit Syria 
with release of hostages

* WASHINGTON. - Syria yesterday 
-continued to receive the major credit 
In the U.S. news media for negotiat- 
ing the release of the 39 Americans 
hijacked aboard TWA flight 847 to 
Beirut. 

- The New York Times, in a long 
report on the diplomatic exchanges 
leading to last Sunday’s release of 
the Americans, said the U.S. had 
initially drawn Lebanese Amal lead- 
er Nabih Bern into the hostage cri- 
sis. But die newspaper, quoting 
American officials, said it was Syrian 
President Hafez Assad who con- 
ceived and proposed the final 
arrangement that led to the release 
of the hostages. 

According to these sources, Iran, 
“in an apparent effort to keep in step 
with Syria and thus bold Syria's 
support for its war with Iraq, also 
used its influence with the Party of 
God (Hezbollah) hijackers to per- 


suade them to free the captive 
Americans." 

On Wednesday, The Washington 
Post similarly reported that the Sy- 
rians had played the decisive role in 
achieving the the arrangement that 
ended the 17-day ordeal. 

From the moment the Americans 
were actually freed, U.S. leaders, 
including President Reagan have 
praised Syria’s help in winning the 
release of the hostages. 

- Israeli officials in the U.S. . clearly 
concerned about the wave of favour- 
able publicity -involving the Syrian 
role in die crisis, have taken the 
offensive in attempting to put a diffe- 
rent interpretation on the situation. 

“ We believe that if the Syrians had 
really been so completely helpful as 
they've made themselves out to be 
over this latest episode!. .. they could 
have done something about the 
seven,' said David Kimche, the 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry, in an interview published

Shamir dismisses idea 
of sacking David Levy

TEL A VTV. - Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir rejected out of hand yester- 
day any notion of sacking Deputy 
Premier David Levy, and stressed 
that the Likud mil back him to the 
hilt. At the same time, he called on 
fellow Herut people to cooperate in 
implementing the new economic 
plan. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Ronnie 
Milo last night at the July 4 celebra- 
tion at the U.S. embassy in Tel Aviv 
said that Shamir's statement put an 
end as far as the Likud was con- 
cerned to the controversy with 
Alignment ministers over the econo- 
mic plan. 


Shamir's remarks, made at the 
50th anniversary celebration of the 
Histadrut Ha'ovdim Hale'umim. the 
Revisionist trade-union federation, 
were welcomed by Labour Party 
Secretary-General Ua Baram. who 
considered them "a step in the right 
direction and an expression of part- 
nership in carrying out the economic 
plan." 

Shamir reacted to the Labour 
Knesset faction's demand on 
Wednesday that he sack Levy for 
absenting himself from the Knesset 
vote on the new economic measures. 
Shamir told his audience that he 
didn't “understand these attacks and 
mud-slinging. Does anybody there

Peres says austerity move 
prevented end of democracy

Prime Minister Peres said last 
night that if the government bad 
waited several more months to put 
together an economic plia, the re- 
sult would have been chaos, an end 
to democracy and the rise of 
“Kabanist" extremism, Kol Yisrael 
radio reported. 

Speaking to the convention of the 
United Kibbutz Movement, Peres 
said it is just as dangerous to be 
afraid of using emergency regula- 
tions as it is to use them. Many 
democracies, he argued, have fallen 
because of weakness and hesitation. 

Peres said the national unity gov- 
ernment is the only possibility today, 
and elections will not change the 
political map. At the same time, he 
said, the Labour Party is not in- 
terested in retraining in the govern- 
ment if it becomes paralyzed. 

Also speaking to the UKM con- 
vention ac Givat Haim yesterday. 
President Herzog endorsed the gov- 
ernment’s emergency programme, 
and called on all sectors of the eco- 


nomy to work for its success. 

“If the government had not taken 
immediate drastic steps, that would 
have been a case of evasion of re- 
sponsibility," the president said. “I 
call on all sectors of the economy and 
the public to recognize the serious- 
ness of the situation, and to do 
everything to pull us out of the 
mire." 

The conference is not expected to 
come to grips with any of the many 
serious problems and dilemmas con- 
fronting the United Kibbutz Move- 
ment but to handle routine- ques- 
tions. By derision of the secretariat, 
all contentious political issues have 
been shelved for discussion by the 
central committee. 

Another issue that will not be 
raised formally is the ongoing inter- 
nal investigation by Knesset member 
David Liba'i into allegations of graft 
by UKM financial officers. That 
issue, too, will be discussed by a 
future central committee. Liba'i is 
expected to submit his report within 
the next two to three weeks.

About 100,000 pigs are slaught- 
ered yearly, he says, mostly in the' 
slaughterhouses of Nazareth and 
Ibeltin, with a smaller number in 
Judea and Samaria. 

If it becomes illegal to sell pork, 
the kibbutz will obey the law, be 
said, but warned that pork will con- 
tinue to be sold and the producers 
will be far less concerned than Mizra 
with hygiene and cleanliness. 

Butchers assert that Mizra’s pro- 
duos are the best, and one local 
hotel manager, from Germany, said 
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that the plant was so clean it made 
him homesick. 

Today, Mizra not only sells in 
Israel, but also exports to Finland, 

. Sweden, Denmark, Germany, Eng- 
land and Switzerland, as weU as the 
UN and to the Multi-national Force 
in Sinai. Recently, it also received 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture’s approval and it is attempting 
to break into the difficult American 
market. 

When asked how it is that an 
. Israeli producer can sell to countries 
that are traditional producers of 
pork products, Eyal responds with 
one word, '‘quality.” 

. iBut if the kibbutz is the biggest 
and the best of the country’s pork 
producers, it is also the one that the 
intended chan ge in the law will hit 
The hardest. 

Labour Knesset Member Rabbi 

- Menahem Haeohen, one of the two 
authors of the almost, identical 
• amendments to the lawVhas told The 
Jerusalem Post that it is not the small 
producers who interest him. 

“I am interested in the large pro- 
ducers and specifically the Iribbut- 

- rim " Haeohen said.' Since Mizra is 
the only kibbu tz p roduring pork pro- 


ducts, his wrath is evidently directed 
against them. 

When asked what the kibbutz 
would do if the amendment is pas- 
sed, Eyal could not say. But it would 
certainly affect the 70 workers in the 
factory, which represents an invest- 
ment of some $10 million. Mizra has 
been processing pork for 30 years, 
although the new plant was . built in 
1973, he said. The yearly turnover is 
some J7m„ with $1.5m. coming in 
from exports. 

The plant has had far-reaching 
effects on the country's eating 
habits. Its frozen hamburgers (most- 
ly beef, but with some pork) are sold 
to the major hamburger chains. Its 
smoked meat and salamis. matured 
for two months in chilled, citrus- 
wood-smoke curing rooms, are sold 
in delicatessen and butcher shops all 
over the country. 

The pork industry supports 
thousands of families in Israel. Eyal 
says. If it becomes illegal, the situa- 
tion will become much like that of in 
the U.S. during prohibition', he pre- 
dicts. Pork will become more expen- 
sive and quality will go down and in 
the end. the consumer will suffer, he 
said.

TEL AVTV. - Demonstrations, 
selective strides and possibly 
another general strike are being 
planned for next week if the 
government and the Histadrut 
do not break their impasse over 
the economic-austerity program- 
me. 

There were reports late last night 
that Prime Minister Peres and His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar were holding an unscheduled 
meeting in Tel Aviv to discuss the 
crisis. 

The militant mood of the workers 
was given vent yesterday during an 
emergency meeting of the central 
committee of the Civil Service Un- 
ion. Many of the delegates anacked 
the ■■moderate" line of the Histad- 
rut. saying that "if the Histadrut 
doesn't lead, the workers will." 

The committee decided to hold a 
mass demonstration outside the 
Knesset and the Treasury in Jeru- 
salem on Tuesday between 10 a.rn. 
and 1 p.m. Government workers are 
to attend the demonstration - and 
close government offices for three 
hours. 

The austerity programme, 
announced Monday, includes use of 
emergency regulations to waive cost- 
of-living increments for the next 
three months and replace them with 
a one-time payment compensating 
workers for erosion in their salaries. 
The emergency decrees would also 
be used to lay off 3 per cent of 


public-sector workers and cut 
public-sector pay by 3 per cent. 

But on Tuesday, responding to the 
24-hour general strike called by the 
Histadrut. Prime Minister Peres said 
he would delay implementing key 
provisions in the plan, pending talks 
with the labour federation. 

Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment chairman Haim Haberfeld and 
Treasury Director-General Emma- 
nuel Sharon met on Wednesday but 
made no headway. 

The deadlock continued yester- 
day. in spite of telephone contacts 
between the two sides. Haberfeld 
said that he did not believe that the 
problems could be solved on the 
level of himself and Sharon - and 
urged Peres to intervene in the dis- 
pute. 

Today is the last day of the grace 
period granted by the Histadrut for 
consultations with the government. 
If the dispute over the government's 
use of administrative decrees to 
erode wages and dismiss public sec- 
tor workers still persists by Sunday, 
the economy is liable to erupt in 
industrial strife. 

Efforts were reportedly under way 
last night to arrange a meeting be- 
tween Peres and Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar. 
Earlier in the day. Kessar and 
Haberfeld met with Manufacturers 
Association President Eli Hurvitz 
and two associates in an attempt to 
find a way of comensating private 
sector workers for wage erosion. 
The two sides plan to meet again 
early next week after Hurvitz's re- 
turn from abroad. 


Israeli soldier wounded in South Lebanon raid

An Israeli soldier was slightly 
wounded on Wednesday when fire 
was opened on an Israeli position in 
South Lebanon, military sources 
announced. 

The sources said the attack occur- 
red near the village of Kantara. eight ' 
kilometres west of the Israeli border, 
and the soldier was “scratched and 
treated on the spot." It gave no 
further details. 

In another incident, a soldier of 
the South Lebanese Army was 
wounded yesterday in the security 
strip north of the Israeli border when 


an SLA patrol came under terrorist 
fire near the village of Rehan. 

The soldier was hospitalized in 
Maijayoun. 

During the exchange of fire, a 
terrorist was killed. A grenade laun- 
cher was found near his body. 

North of the security zone. SLA 
soldiers and Christian militiamen 
from Jezzine exchanged fire with 
terrorists. There was no report of 
casualties. 

On the eastern front, there were 
three attacks on SLA troops by ter- 
rorists using Katyusha rockets and 
mortars. There were no casualties. 


In addition to next Tuesday's 
strike-demonstration, the 500 dele- 
gates to the Civil Servants Union 
meeting discussed other measures, 
but no operative decisions were 
taken. Participants said that a full 
public-sector strike is likely within a 
week if the government does not 
retreat from its intention to cut 
public-sector wages and dismiss 
public-sector workers. 

Other union leaders told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that the Histad- 
rui had another “day or two only" to 
produce results before wildcat action 
breaks out. Most of the unions have 
already declared labour disputes and 
will be able to declare legal strikes 
within 10 days. 

The Histadrut's strike committee 
and the heads of the national unions 
are to meet this morning to plan next 
week's action. Labour council heads 
from throughout the country are 
scheduled to meet Haberfeld on 
Sunday morning to coordinate the 
planning. The Histadrut's official 
line in the struggle will probably be 
decided by the central committee 
during its meeting on Sunday morn- 
ing. 

The verbal antagonism between 
government and Histadrut officials 
took on a new dimension yesterday, 
in the wake of the acrimonious de-

Herzog bemoans collapse 
of religious moderation

President -Herzog last night ;be- 
moaned the • f disiritegrapon" of the 
“moderate religious centre" in 
Israel, and warned that if extremists 
capture the hearts of religious youth, 
it could lead to "civil war.” 

Herzog was speaking at the open- 
ing ceremony of the Rabbinical 
Council of America’s (RCA) 50th 
anniversary convention in Jeru- 
salem's Binyenei Ha’uma. Addres- 
sing the audience of over 1.000 in 
Hebrew, Herzog said the Religious 
Zionist camp has nearly disappeared 
from places of power and has lost its 
vital role as a bridge between reli- 
gious and non-religious Jews in 
Israel. 

Calling this a “tragic process,” 
Heizog added: “If Religious Zion- 
ists. the moderates, do not again 
take their central place in the nation, 
if they abandon the field over the 
long run to extremist elements, if 
they allow repugnant and alien ex- 
tremes to capture its wonderful 
youth and lead them down the path 
of tragedy, then I foresee, God for- 
bid. a dark future for Israel.” 


Rabin optimistic on ties with Finland

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
is confident that cordial relations 
between Israel and Finland will con- 
tinue despite the adverse reaction in 
the Finnish news media to last 
month's -incident between Finnish 
Unifii troops and the Israeli-backed 
South Lebanese Army.

Wholesalers blocked the entr- 
ances of Dubek's Ramie and Bnei 
Brak factories with trucks and cars, 
but hundreds of angry smokers soon 
took over the vigil at the entrances. 
The police were called to the scene 
to calm down and disperse the 
crowds. 

At 11 a.m. the numager of the 
Bnei Brak plant, fearing that the 


angry smokers would break the gate 
down, took several cartons of Time 
cigarettes and started throwing 
packets to the smokers, who scramr 
bled for them. (It is company poHf?' 
not to sell cigarettes at the factories.,} 

Galei Zahal (Israel Defence 
Forces radio) shortly after 11 broad- 
cast that free cigarettes were being 
distributed at the Bnei Brak plant, 
and within minutes the numbers out- 
side the plant had swelled. 

Plant workers yhr sneaked out of 
the factory and were selling 
cigarettes at IS900 per packet. (The 
authorised retail price for most 
Dubek brands is IS735.) It is ber 
Jieved that these packets were given 
to the workers free by the manage- 
ment. 

The Dubek plants, which product”;

BEIRUT (AP). - Two French sol- 
die rs serving with the UN 
peacekeeping force in southern 
Lebanon have been wounded by a 
land mine on a road newly built by 
the Israel Defence Forces, UN 
spokesman Timur Goksel said 
yesterday. 

Goksel declined to name the two 
soldiers, but said one suffered a 
serious wound in the incident that 
occurred when their vehicle hit the 
mine north of the village of Srobbine 
on Wednesday.

The 
two positions overlook the hilltop 
village of Yater in Unifil's Irish zone.

Two Golan Druse jailed for spying

NAZARETH (Itim). — Two Druse 
men from the Golan Heights were 
sentenced yesterday by the district 
cOtart here to three years in prison 
and two years suspended for crossing 
the border into Syria, givin g in- 
formation to Syrian intelligence and 
agreeing to gather farther informa- 
tion for them. 

The two, Mundar Mari and Yasser 
Ibrahim, both 20, from Massadefa 
village, confessed to the crimes. 

The two men crossed into Syria on 
the night of March 11. They met a 
Syrian intelligence officer and gave 
hnn information on Israel Defence 
Forces bases in the Golan Heights. 
They also told the Syrian officer 
about people cooperating with 
Israeli authorities and residents of 


their village who had been arrested 
because of pro-Syrian leanings. 

Hie intelligence officer then asked 
them to continue working for Syria, 
and promised to pay them enough to 
provide them a “good life.” 

Mari and Ibrahim agreed, but 
when they crossed the border back 
to Israel they were caught by the 
security forces. 

In sentencing the two, the judges 
said Mari and Ibrahim had commit- 
ted serious crimes, even though the 
information they had given Syria was 
unimportant and added nothing to 
what the Syrians already knew. 

The court rejected a defence argu- 
ment that the two had done what 
they did because of problems with 
their family. But the judges noted 
that the defendants had confessed. 


Diving for treasure in Acre harbour 


ACRE (Itim). -“Gold fever” has hit 
this town after amateur divers last 
month discovered antique gold coins 
lying on the harbour floor. Collec- 
tors are paying $200-5300 for the 
coins. 

The coins were apparently in the 
hold of a Byzantine ship that sank 
mne centuries ago.

Bomb rips through 
‘Israeli’ restaurant 
in northern France 


PARIS (JTA). - A powerful bomb 
yesterday morning damaged an 
“Israeli” restaurant in the north- 
western French city of Lorient. The 
restaurant, called “Hie Kibbutz,” 
serves Israeli food, is decorated with 
bine and white flags and has Shields 
of David inscribed on its walls. Its 
non-Jewish owner, Andre Hamo- 
nou, is known as a fervent supporter 
of Israel. 

The bomb caused extensive dam- 
age to the building and the neigh- 
bourhood, but no one was hurt. 

Hamonou, who opened his res- 
taurant “as usual” a few hours after 
the blast, said: T follow Israel’s 
example and will not let bombs and 
terrorists mtimidateme.” 

Lorient only has a small Jewish 
community and Hamonou says that 
most of his clients come from the 
French Army base on the outskirts 
of town. “They just love the Israeli 
atmosphere,” said Hamonou, who 
visited Israel several times. 

The local police say they have no 
dues, but believe the Mast is linked 
to Hamonou's pro-Israel views. 


SS reunion 
group charged 
with racism 


BONN (JTA). - Jewish film-maker 
Thomas Fantl has filed a charge that 
six members of an SS association of 
comardes, known as the Leibston- 
darte Adolf Hitler, mated racial 
hatred. 

The state prosecution is investi- 
gating the case, regarded as a major 
test for new legislation that gives the 
state the power to file charges 
against people who deny or mini- 
mize the atrocities the Nazis commit- 
ted against the Jews. 

The alleged incident occurred dur- 
ing a meeting of the SS group in 
Nessrlwang two months ago. 

Otto Ernst Remer is said to have 
held up a cigarette lighter and 
allowed some gas to escape from it, 
asking “What is tins?” and answer- 
ing himself: “A Jew who is lousing 
for Auschwitz.” 

Fantl, who lives in Munich, was 
deported to Theresienstadt at age 
13. He was later sent to Auschwitz 
and Buchenwaid, and lost his familv. 

His first film was titled: Period erf 
the Innocents , and dealt with the 
aftermath of the Nazi era. 

The . lawyer representing Fantl in 
the case is Otto Schilly, a Bundestag 
member of the Greens party. 


Bake shop, automobile 
set afire in capital

They also suspect the 
fires may have been set by competi- 
tors or by a gang seeking protection 
money.

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American Jewish leader charges: 

Media ‘manufactured’ U.S.-Israel tension over hijack

Reports that the TWA plane hi- 
jack had created tension between 
Washington and Jerusalem, and that 
foe White House pressed American 
Jews to push Israel into concessions, 
were ‘manufactured by the Amer- 
ican electronic media.’ This charge 
comes from Kenneth Bialldn. chair- 
man of the Conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish organiza- 
tions, 

Bialldn. who doubles as chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B nth. maintains that in the 
wake of the hijacking, when every- 
thing is sorted out. Americans will 
understand that Israel was very 
forthcoming in trying to help the 
U.S. and that both countries were on 
the same side. 

The chairman of tbe “President’s 
Conference,” the roof body of 
national American Jewish groups, 
told The Jerusalem Post in a recent 
interview that the U.S. media simpli- 
fied the hijack crisis into a Jewish- 
Arab issue. 

T was interviewed on a CBS prog- 
ramme one Saturday afternoon, and 
the hostess introduced me as one of 
two Jews who would appear along 
with two Arabs. I protested, noting 
that she had overstated the crisis as 
one involving Jews and Arabs. It was 
an American plane hijacked by 


Shi'ites. She apologized.” said Bial- 
kin. a soft-spoken Wall Street 
lawyer. 

The American networks had no 
idea of whom to put on the air for 
comment on the hijacking, and thus 
they picked pro-PLO professors and 
the like, who launched vicious 
attacks on Israel. Their comments 
were widely accepted as the truth, 
and Israel's image suffered. The cri- 
sis was used to imply that America 
couldn't count on Israel, says Bial- 
kin. and should lessen its support for 
its ally in tbe Middle East. 

Biaikin was in Europe during the 
hijack crisis and decided to continue 
to Israel for briefings with top Israeli 
leaders. He met with the premier, 
the rice-premier, the defence minis- 
ter. a number of directors-general 
and other senior officials. He will not 
disclose what they had to say to him. 


weeks ago, says Biaikin. “The 
Shi'ites knew that Israel intended to 
release their prisoners in a few weeks 
anyway. They planned the hijack 
before and added this demand on 
later as an afterthought. ” As for tbe 
exchange of three for 1,150, Biaikin 
says it showed Israel as a nation with 
compassion for human life and its 
own soldiers, but the swap was ‘puz- 
zling.* in view of Israel’s past vehe- 
ment opposition to dealing with ter- 
rorists. 


Biaikin does not believe The 
Washington Post report that a senior 
White House aide told U.S. Jewish 
leaden their community's loyalty 
would be put into question if they 
didn't push Israel to be more helpful 
on the hostage crisis. “The White 
House knew I was coming here, and 
they asked me to cany no message." 


Bialldn spent part of his short 
visit conferring with colleagues in- 
volved in Operation Independence, 
the attempt by American Jewish 
businessmen to help boost the Israeli 
economy. The U.S! had pledged that 
it will never use economic aid as a 
lever to force Israel to make political 
concessions, says Biaikin, but it is 
possible that promised aid could be 
conditional on making economic re- 
forms. 


There was no connection between 
the TWA hijack and the prisoner 
exchange involving three Israeli 
PoWs and 1.150 Arab terrorists 


He doubts that the American gov- 
ernment will bait Israel out inde- 
finitely. “State Department people 
want to be most helpful to Israel in 
its economic crisis. Some think that 
giving endless aid would mean 
throwing good money after bad." 

American Jews have been pleased 
by the look of the national unity 
government and of Premier Shimon 
Peres, but generally disappointed by 


the months and months of inaction 
on the economic front. Biaikin said 
he hoped, with the new government 
dedsions, some advances would be 
made soon. 

They are angry at and impatient 
with Egypt for its cool relations with 
Israel. The reasons given by the 
Egyptians are clearly ‘flimsy ex- 
cuses.' and American Jews will send 
hints to Cairo about their attitudes. 

Turning to the Jordanian front, 
Biaikin says one is tempted to sug- 
gest cynically that King Hussein’s 
objective in talk of a breakthrough in 
negotiations is to support his request 
for U.S. military assistance. “There 
is no concrete change in the political 
situations that would justify the U.S. 
rewarding Hussein by responding to 
tins request. It sends the wrong sig- 
nals, and would threaten Israel sev- 
erely. After all, Hussein has warned 
that unless his last suggestion for an 
international conference is taken up, 
there will be no further opportunity 
for settling the Middle East dispute 
in a peaceful fashion. Strange talk 
from a peace-loving friend who com- 
es seeking arms." 

Biaikin concludes that Hussein 
has much to lose. “Israel will con- 
tinue to occupy and deepen its incor- 
poration of Judea and Samaria into 
the economy of Israel and the fabric 
of its society. The choice is up to 
King Hussein.” 


Nesher cement factory 
said causing dust pollution

HAIFA. - The regional 
environmental-protection unit has 
accused the Nesher cement factory 
of violating anti-pollution regula- 
tions by exceeding permitted levels 
of dust emission. 

The unit is threatening to deny 
Nesher a permit to switch over from 
burning fuel oil to coal in its furnaces 
unless measures are implemented to 
reduce the pollution. 

The unit’s director, Zvi Furer. 
said readings taken at a monitoring 
station on top of the Nesher Local 
Council building between Novem- 
ber 1984 and February 1985 showed 
that the amount of dust in the atmos- 
phere bad exceeded the legal max- 
imum on eight occasions. 

The pollution levels, combined 
with prevailing wind direction, indi- 
cated that the Nesher factory was 
responsible. 

But Nesher's plant manager. 
Avraham Pe’er, yesterday denied 


tbe charges, saying that there were 
sources of diist other than tbe fac- 
tory. 

These include a nearby quarry and 
several other industrial concerns and 
workshops in tbe area, he said. Dust 
was also kicked up by vehicles enter- 
ing and leaving these sites. 

He noted that Nesher spent more 
than S200.000 last year on equip- 
ment to reduce dust emission. These 
measures included the purchase of a 
road cleaner and the installation of a 
sprinkler system to damp down dust 
deposits at the disposal tip within the 
factory complex. 

The company, however, is now in 
financial difficulties due to the reces- 
sion in the building trade, and may 
have to dismiss workers. 

The switchover to coal would cut 
production costs and enable ,the 
company io increase exports. This, 
in tom. would ease the economic 
problems, and enable the company 
to spend more on anti-pollution me- 
asures, he said.

Rubinstein slams ministers 
Nvho shirk responsibility’

TEL AVIV. - Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein yester- 
day expressed his fear for the future 
of orderly government in Israel, as 
long as “ministers can go public with 
an all-out attack on government 
policies aimed at redressing the eco- 
nomic disaster they share the blame 
for.” 

Without naming Deputy Premier 
David Levy, Rubinstein attacked 
“ministers who shirk their responsi- 
bility, and don't offer any alternative 
solutions to the country's ills.” 

The Shinui leader was addressing 
the Israel, Britain and Common- 
wealth Association monthly lun- 
cheon club. 

Hie sharp steps adopted by the 


govenment this week were aimed at 
rescuing the country from years of 
profligate mismanagement, he de- 
clared, regretting that the cabinet 
turned down his proposal to tax all 
monies realized from linked savings 
schemes. 

Conceding “I know this idea is 
unpopular,” Rubinstein urged an 
end to the " fata morgana of total 
linkage,” which creates a false sense 
of individual security while wrecking 
the national economy. 

Tbe minister saw a parallel be- 
tween the growth of unemployment 
in Europe since 1973 and the 9.4 per 
cent increase in Israel’s public sector 
work force. 

“What we’ve done is absorb our 
unemployed in non-productive 
labour,” he complained.

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Three black miners die I Lebanon to protest against U.S.boycott 

in S. Africa pay dispute 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Three 
black miners were killed in a riot 
sparked by a wage dispute and five 
otheT blacks died in continuing anti- 
apartheid unrest, the police said 
yesterday. 

The scale of unrest appeared to be 
growing again after several weeks of 
reduced violence in the nation’s 
black townships, according to a 
police summary of incidents. More 
than 400 blacks have been killed in 
10 months of rioting. 

Leaden of the nation's largest 
anti-apartheid movement, the Un- 
ited Democratic Front coalition, 
said they believed four prominent 
members were slain last week by a 
right-wing assassination squad. 

Murphy Morobe. acting secretary 
of the front, told a news conference 
yesterday that the killings showed 
South Africa was moving toward 
“naked, extra-legal terror” by death 


squads against government oppo- 
nents. 

The stabbed and burned bodies of 
Matthew Goniwe, a well-known 
black leader from the rural Eastern 
Cape Province town of Cradock. and 
three other men were found near 
Goniwe ’s burned-out car on a road 
from Port Elizabeth to Cradock. 
Police announced yesterday that 
they are offering a $500 reward for 
infonnation in the case. 

Morobe said the authorities were 
trying to portray deaths of activists 
as the result of black in-fighting. But 
he said Goniwe had no enemies in 
Cradock other than those supporting 
the government. 

Another UDF official, Trevor 
Manuel, added: “While comprehen- 
sive evidence about the identity of 
the murderers is not available, it is 
commonly believed in the townships 
that the police and their agents are 
responsible.'* 


U.S. wildfires keep spreading, 
leave hundreds homeless 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - Dozens of 
wildfires rampaged yesterday 
through six western states after a 
week of blazes, many of them arson, 
charred more than 143,000 acres 
(522,000 dunam), left three persons 
dead and hundreds homeless. 

Fires burned in Arizona, Monta- 
na, Oregon, Idaho, Washington and 
California, where the state's biggest 
fire raged out of control for a second 
-morning near the Ventura County 
town of Ojai after consuming 52,000 
acres of dry brush. 

About 100 persons living in rural 
back country north of Carpinteria, 
on the coast about 24 kilometres 
southwest of Ojai and 120km. north- 
west of Los Angeles, were ordered 
to evacuate their homes early yester- 
day, according to a Santa Barbara 
County administrator. 

The number of people living in the 
area was not known, he said. 

One of two suspicious fires that 
broke out near Ojai on Wednesday 
continued to bum out of control 
yesterday after consuming 250 acres 
(1,000 dunam) said Fire Captain 
Bob Bement. The blaze was suspi- 


cious because it spread so quickly, he 
said. 

In the California towns of San 
Diego and Palo Alto, blazes have 
turned fashionable neighbourhoods 
into rubble. 

The body of a woman was found 
Wednesday in a bathtub in the Bald- 
win Hills district of Los Angeles, an 
area in which two other victims had 
died. 

Arson was suspected in the San 
Diego, Palo Alto and Baldwin Hills. 

A Baldwin Hills Fire Department 
spokesman said Wednesday that the 
fire started at “two separate, distinct 
points,'* and at least one eyewitness 
saw something thrown from a car 
just before the fire erupted. He said 
three incendiary devices were found. 

In San Diego the fire caused $8.6 
million damage Sunday, leaving 64 
homes flattened and 20 other build- 
ings in shambles. 

In Palo Alto, 10 homes and six 
other buildings, valued at S4 million, 
were destroyed Monday. “We are 
now looking at a possible suspect,” 
said Fire Inspector Eugene Wil- 
liams. 


Tories face defeat in special W ales poll 


LONDON (AP). - Britain's Con- 
servative Party, at a three-year low 
in national opinion polls and trailing 
Socialist and centrist rivals, may 
have lost a Welsh stronghold in a 
special parliamentary election 
yesterday. 

. .The day-long ballot in the sprawl- 
ing and picturesque rural district of 
Brecon and Radnor, where sheep 
outnumber voters 20-1, was re- 
garded by analysts as a key test of 
Prime Minister Thatcher’s popular- 
ity midway through her second five- 
year term - and likely to produce a 
damning verdict. 

The result from the district of just 


48,800 voters was not due until this 
afternoon because of remoteness of 
some villages. 

The 3,120-square-kilometre dis- 
trict stretches from the beautiful val- 
leys of South Wales to the Black 
Mountains of the principality's 
north." " 

Four out of five polls during the 
final 2Vl weeks of campaigning 
showed the main opposition Social- 
ist Labour Party's candidate, 
Richard Willey, 40, leading the Tory 
by up to 19 points and set to overturn 
a 8,784-vote Conservative majority 
in the last election.

BEIRUT. - Lebanon has decided to 
lodge a protest with the UN against 
the U.S. campaign to close Beirut 
airport, promising new security mea- 
sures to curb sky piracy, administra- 
tion officials said yesterday. 

The disclosure coincided with Sy- 
rian newspaper calls for a pan-Arab 
boycott of American airlines until 
President Reagan's administration 
reconsiders its anti-Lebanon mea- 
sures. 

The officials said Lebanese Presi- 
dent Amin Jemayel and Prime 
Minister Rashid Karameh consulted 
by telephone overnight about 
countering the American campaign 
and decided to send a protest note to 
the UN secretariat. 

The two leaders also agreed to 
seek support of all 21 Arab League 
member states to face'the U.S. sanc- 
tions, especially after Britain joined 
the U.S. in calling for an internation- 
al ban on flights to and from Beirut, 
the officials said. 

The Lebanese Foreign Ministry 
summoned the heads of Arab di- 
plomatic missions for consultations 
■yesterday on a collective course of 
action against the U.S. measures, a 
statement issued by the ministry 
said. 

Government-controlled newspap- 
ers in Syria attacked the U.S. atti- 
tude yesterday. 

“Take your bands off Lebanon,” 
the Damascus daily ol-Baath told 
Reagan in a front-page editorial. 
“The U.S. and Israel are now prac- 
tising terrorism against Lebanon.” 

The newspaper al-Thawra, which 
speaks for Syrian President Hafez 
Assad's government, said all Arab 
countries should boycott all Amer- 
ican airlines. 

A Lebanese government state- 
ment said new security restrictions 
have been instituted at Beirut Air- 
port, including closing off all entr- 
ances to the eastern and western 
runways as well as the tarmac. 

The statement said the measures

were taken upon instructions from 
Shi'ite Justice Minister Nabih Bern 
and Druse Transport Minister Walid 
Jumblatt, whose militias control the 
airport and its environs. 

Under the new restrictions, no 
cars will be permitted to park in front 
of the terminal and no gunmen from 
any militia will be allowed inside the 
airport, the statement said. 

“We set up earth mounds around 
the airport last night.” airport depu- 
ty director Khaled Saab told the 
Associated Press yesterday. Cjjts are 
kept 200 metres from the terminal 
building.” 

However, such measures will be 
difficult to enforce since militiamen, 
and sometimes hijackers, have free 
movement around the airport. 


West German terrorists 
arrested in surprise raid 


WIESBADEN. West Germany 
(Reuter). - The police raided a Red 
Army Faction terrorist hideout near 
Frankfurt and arrested two women, 
a police spokesman said yesterday. 

The Federal Criminal Office in 
Wiesbaden announced that police- 
men had seized five guns, 250 rounds 
of ammunition and West German 
and foreign identity papers from the 
apartment in the town of Offenbach 
in mid-June. 

The women, identified as Ingrid 
Barabasz and Mareile Schmegner. 
wete detained by the police in 
Frankfurt- Wednesday night.- The 
two had rented the apartment under 
false names, a statement said. It did 
not say what charges they faced. 

“The discovery of the hideout and 
evidence obtained about the way the 
apartment was rested has enabled 
police to secure new information 
about the Red Army Faction’s logis- 
tics and network of members,” the 
statement said. 

The leftist Red Army Faction car- 
ried out a wave of bombings and 
arson attacks between December 
and February in support of impris- 
oned members on hunger strike. The 
attacks culminated in the murder of 
a leading armaments-industry ex- 
ecutive. 


The Offenbach apartment was 
one of several used to hide wanted 
terrorists and the weapons seized 
there indicated that the group was 
preparing to carry out more attacks, 
the police said. 

The statement said that two of the 
seized guns belonged to a group of 
weapons stolen in the mid-1970s and 
used to kill bodyguards during the 
1977 kidnapping of West German 
businessman Haims Martin Schleyer 
and in two other murders. 

The West German authorities 
estimate that political activists car- 
ried out lfiQ'.attacks^m the Jest , six 
months and 90 per cent of these 
ic main unsolved. 

This figure contrasts with 138 
attacks in the second half of 1984, 
the Interior Ministry announced re- 
cently. 

The police said they were now 
seeking a third woman terror sus- 
pect, Eva-Sybille Haule-Frimpong.

NEW DELHI. - One person was 
fatally knife d and several were hos- 
pitalized yesterday in Moslem- 
Hindu rioting and arson in Gujarat, 
tbe United News of India reported. 
Much of the violence occurred in the 
city of Bara da. 375 kilometres north 
of Bombay, the news agency said. 

Explosions also rocked Baroda 
yesterday as the political future of 
the state's chief minister hung in the 
balance after four months of almost 
continuous violence. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI)

Gujarat Chief Minister Madhav- 
sinh Solanki met senior government 
officials, including Horae Minister 
S.B. Chavan, in New Delhi yester- 
day on the latest unrest, a state 
official said. 

Gujarat's Governor B.K. Nehru, 
who has tbe power to appoint or 
dismiss tbe western state's chief 
ministers, was also called to Delhi, 
the official said. 

The stabbing raised to at least 193 
the fatality toll in four months of 
disturbances in Gujarat. The state 
has been 'troubled by a student-led 
protest against a government plan to 
fix quotas to provide greater oppor- 
tunities for a new category of so- 
called “backward castes.” Critics 
have contended that some of the 
caste groups that would benefit from 
the new quotas in colleges and state 
employment are economically well- 
off. 

The statewide protest has con- 
tinued despite a government 
announcement suspending for a year 
implementation of the 18 per cent 
increase in quotas. The agitators are 
now demanding the scrapping of all 
caste-based reservations. (Reuter, 
AP) 


Spanish PM makes 
major cabinet shifts 

MADRID (Reuter). - Spanish 
Prime Minister Felipe Gonzalez 
dropped his finance and foreign 
ministers in a major cabinet shakeup 
yesterday involving six portfolios, 
substantially changing the face of his 
31-month-old Socialist government. 

Official sources said Finance 
Minister Miguel Boyer, 46, was re- 
placed by Industry Minister Carlos 
Solchaga. 

Former Social Democratic Fi- 
nance and Justice Minister Francisco 
Fernandez Ordonez, 55, took over 
from Foreign Minister .Fernando 
Moran, whose sacking was officially 
leaked Wednesday-

LONDON (AP). - Martina 
Navratilova and Cbris Evert Lloyd, 
the co-top seeds, as expected, 
reached the final of tbe women’s 
singles at the Wimbledon Tennis 
Championships here yesterday but 
in contrasting styles. . 

Navratilova, the defending cham- 
pion going for her sixth Wimbledon 
singles crown and her fourth in suc- 
cession. was made to fight hard by 
Zina Garrison before coming 
through 6-4, 7-6, while Lloyd 
crushed Kathy Rinaldi 6-2, 64) in the 
other semi-final. 

They will meet in the final on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Lloyd beat Navratilova at the 
French Open last month and re- 
gained the world's no. 1 spot. But, 
although she has won three Wimble- 
don titles. Lloyd has failed to beat 
her great rival all four times they 
have met in the final of these grass 
court championships. 

Navratilova, who first won Wimb- 
ledon in 1978, was given a tough 
fight by 21-year-old Garrison ou a 
sun-drenched centre court. But sbe 
raised her game in the second set 
tiebre^kqr.and .mqyed .into, the final 

needed to call. on ahfre^experipnee 
to fend off a confident opponent, 

Ganifon. the no. 8 seed, at times 
played exquisite, uninhibited tennis, 
but Navratilova’s ability to win the 
big points again gave her the edge, 
just as it had done against Pam 
Shriver in the quarter-finals. 

“She came up today with some 
really key serves at a pressure time,” 
said Garrison. “She got down and 
dug in in the tiebreaker and played it 
real well. I think she's really eager 
right now. She loves a challenge.” 

Lloyd's victory over Rinaldi was 
far more one-sided but took only 23 
minutes less. That was because the 
two players spent most of the time 
slugging out relentless rallies from 
the baseline. 

Rinaldi started well, matching 


Lloyd for accuracy, and the first 
three games went to deuce. But two 
break of sen es gave Lloyd the open- 
ing set in 44 minutes and Rinaldi did 
noi have the imagination or \ersatil- 
ity to get back in the match. 

Rinaldi, the world s 15th-ranked 
player, who was making her first 
appearance in the semi-finals of .a 
grand slam tournament at age 18, 
double-faulted to give Lloyd another 
break at the start of the second set. 

That was effectively the end of the 
teenager's challenge and she drop- 
ped her serve twice more as Lloyd 
ripped through the set. finding the 
lines and wearing down her demoral- 
ised opponent. 

“She kept me working, which is 
what I needed.” said Lloyd after- 
wards. somewhat modestly. “I just 
did everything a little bit better than 
her.” 

Looking ahead to the final, the 
30-vear-old American said: “Marti- 
na is probably a little more eager for 
this tournament. She will really be 
out to avenge the loss in Paris, i do 
not think she has had an easy route. 
Her scores have been Close, which is 
. to my advantage really, because bis 
^deax >he is not going through esety- 
.iJody,” • 

Lloyd, who is on the third leg <?f 
her bid for the Grand Slam after 
winning the Australian and French 
Championships, has dropped only 
16 games in six matches on her way 
to Saturday's final, a remarkable 
record. 

“But the grass favours Martina’s 
game and I'll have to match her 
eagerness.” she said.

'•sleepless as the tide broke around

Speaking to reporters at Histadrut 
headquarters on Monday, . Kessar 
was blunt. The government,, headed 
by a Labour prime minister, had 
..adopted a programme that he re-. 

’ ,'garded as anti-worker and anti- 
democratic. It had opted for econo- 
mic recovery at the expense of work- 
ers' wages and employment. It had 
-'not seen fit to include him in its 
. deliberations, sufficing with a curt 
"briefing from Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres and Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i the night before the 
cabinet meeting. 

Above all, the government had 
decided to wield its authority by 
means of administrative decrees, the 
prime victims of which would be the 
■cost of living and wage agreements 
' laboriously concluded between the 
Histadrut and the private and public 
sector employers last year. For as 
avid a believer in negotiation and 

■ Cooperation as Kessar, the govem- 
’ment’s wilful abrogation of signed 
agreements was the final straw. 

T Yisrael Kessar is not a radical. Nor 
is he a demagogue - though his 
speeches are invariably laced with 
‘the common touch. But this week he 
■succeeded in bringing the country to 
a standstill in a one-day general 
'strike, and his speech in the Knesset 
plenum on Monday came as dose to 
demagoguery as any reasonable 
politician would want to come. 

He sees himself as having been 
,: fbrced into militancy by the actions 

■ of the government. It was not as if 
^tbe Histadrut 's positions were classi- 
fied, unknown to Peres and Moda’i. 
’For eight months, the two sides,, 
■along with the manufacturers, had 
Tnct Tegularly and discussed the state 
of the economy ad nauseam. 

*• Hie government knew ail too well 
' how the Ifistadrm would react, but it 
somehow did not seem to care. J Its 
treatment of Kessar was a “kick in 
the teeth,” one Histadrut figure said 
! this week. 


that talks were being held at all was a 
considerable victory for the Histad- 
rut and its leader. 

Kessar is waging his battle across a 
broad front. In the negotiations, and 
in the eyes of the public, be is 
attempting to alleviate the lot of the 
workers and prevent their becoming 
the prime victims of economic recov- 
ery. Within the Labour Party, where 
he is increasingly being spoken of as 
a likely successor to Shimon Peres, 
he is fighting against what he sees as 
a betrayal of Labour principles by 
the party’s representatives in gov- 
ernment. 

At the core of the struggle is a 
rearguard action to preserve the 

power and prerogatives of the Histad- 

xul. It is not by chance that, in bis 
initial reactions to the programme, 
Kessar reserved his most bitter com- 
ments for the administrative de- 
crees, which have the effect of abro- 
gating labour agreements, if only for 
a limited period. 

The Histadrut’ s hegemony among 
the trade unions is based on its 
ability to deliver better labour agree- 
ments on a national level than, the 
individual unions are able to negoti- 
ate for themselves. 

Kessar himself is known as a nego- 
tiator, not a fighting trade unionist of 
foe old school. He established him- 
self in the Trade Union Department 
by centralizing all the public sector 
agreements into the national 
framework agreement 

By abrogating agreements, the 
[government makes a mockery of the 
Histadrnt’s prime strength. 

Among the national unions and 
works committees, there are those 
powerful enough to look after their 
own interests, even in a period of 
economic emergency. Were they to 
decide to go it alone - and the 
pressures towards secession are 
already considerable in several un- 
ions - tiie labour movement could 
conceivably split and the Histadrut 
could be left representing weak un- 
ions only.

KESSAR SHOWED that he could 
<kick back. With wall-to-wall biparti- 
'San support in the Histadrut execu- 
tive, he mobilized the strike commit- 
'tee of the Trade Unipn Department

KESSAR’S STRUGGLE is there- 
fore not only over the details of the 
economic package, but also over the 
principle of a free and organized 
labour movement negotiating bind- 
ing agreements with employers. It is 
a principle almost as deeply rooted 
in the history of the yishuy as the 

- riglit of return — which makes 
-Labour ministers’ support for. the 
decrees all the more galling in the 
eyes of Histadrut stalwarts. Ideolo- 
gically, pragmatically and out of self 
interest, Kessar cannot abandon the 
principle. 

Descending from principle to 
practice, the Histadrut objects to 
both the strategy and tactics of the 
recovery programme. Ever since he 
rejected , the demands of former Fi- 

- nance Minister Yigael Cohen-Orgad 

- to enter into negotiations before the 
last Knesset elections, Kessar has 
urged a three-pronged approach: 

* one that leads to a decline in the 


standard of living while ensuring the 
economic burden is fairly distributed 
among the population arid promot- 
ing renewed growth. 

The motivations underlying Kes- 
sar's approach are not difficult to 
fathom. Every intelligent person, 
including Kessar, is aware that Israel 
is living beyond its means and that a 
general drop in the standard of living 
is inevitable. 

However, as a representative Of 
the workers, Kessar is determined 
that the decline in the standard of 
living be distributed equally and not 
concentrated on the most easily ac- 
cessible segment of the population, 
wage earners. In the past he has 
spoken out bitterly about the emeig-: 
eoce of class distinctions based' on 
wealth in Israeli spdety. 

Even die-hard trade unionists are 
aware that economic growth; and 
not social welfare, is the only s.ire 
guarantor of a better life. But, while 
the new programme relegates 
growth to a later phase and now 
concentrates entirely on curative 
measures, Kessar insists that 
growth, in the form of investment 
and investment benefits, be built in 
from the start. A plan that cuts 
budgets by cutting jobs, without pro- 
viding for new work places, is un- 
acceptable to the head of the Histad- 


KESSAR OBJECTS to the prog- 
ramme's reliance on administration 
by edict. He objects to its reliance on 
wage erosion as the principle means 
of reducing consumption, and to the 
intention to cut at least 10,000 j obs in 
the public sector - and probably a lot 
more. 

He also objects to the way it was 
introduced — the unilateral scrapping 
of the package deal system before its 
due date and the failure of the prog- 
ramme's architects to consult with 
him . He correctly says the workers 
fulfilled their side of the package 
deal (they had no option as their 
contribution was deducted at 
source), and should, therefore, have 
hepn included in the subsequent de- 
termination of their fate. 


ment's discretion. 

There is a certain inconsistency in 
Kessar's position. On the one hand, 
be acknowledges the government's 
right to govern independently, yet at 
the same time, he demands that it 
limi t its freedom of action by con- 
sulting with the Histadrut. He 
opposes the government’s polities 
(as is his right) yet denies that the 
Histadrut has any obligation to offer 
an alternative, the labour federation 
not being the government. 


The latter point leads Kes'Sar onto 
thin ice. The government has no 
obligation to consult with repre- 
sentatives of the workers, though it 
is often in its interest to do so. The 
government’s function is- to govern 
and it is up to the workers to look out 
far their own interests by organized 
action. 


Id fact, the Histadrut has seldom 
been' reticent in offering alternative 
solutions. The first package deal, 
introduced late last year, was largely 
a Histadrut concoction, built to 
order by economists working for 
both the Histadrut and the prime 
minister. At the time, Kessar played 
a decisive role in determining policy 
on such non-worker matters as in- 
terest rates, and exchange rate, as 
befits the nominal owner of one- 
quarter of the country’s manufactur- 
ing capacity.

However, the Histadrut, pam- 
pered by its years of semi- 
partnership with Labour govern- 
ments, has grown lazy.

The Histadnit's failure to come up 
with its own proposals now probably 
stems from a shrewd appreciation of 
the pitfalls involved. The furthest 
the Histadrut is prepared to go is tQ 
offer “ideas." several of which have 
been developed into operative prop- 
osals by Histadrut bodies. Others, 
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; “IF THERE IS SOMETHING to 
"criticize about the government's eco- . 
nomic recovery plan, it is that wages 
are cut too much and thebudget not 
enough," states Eh'czcr Sheffer, pro-, 
fessor of economics at the Hebrew 
University apd former deputy gov- 
ernor of the Bank'of Israel. 

' But cut t ing budgets creates unem- 
ployment. “That is not the point. 
The issue is not what causes greater 
‘‘hardship - less wages or less jobs. 
The task is to cut demand. The 
question is how that can be accom- 
plished. 

“Cutting wages is all right if the 
authorises manage to get away with 
.it, but' they won't. Not because 
.wages cannot be cut at alL but be- 
cause they cannot be cut so much. 
'The workers wont put up with it.” 
How big is the proposed wage 
slash (that is, the. loss incurred 
-through a suspension of the cost of 
living allowance)? “Everybody 
. . mak es his own estimates. Yisrael 

I ; Kessar (secretary-general of the His- 
■ tadrut) says one-third; the Treasury 
assures us it will be only 13 per cent. 

“I believe that 13 per cent is itself 
too much. The unions won’t play 
along; they will make a Hd for^f rise 

at the first opportunity.” 

To demand too much is too ask for 
trouble. “Had the government sug- 
gested a cut of S per cent or 5 per

cent, that might have been possible 
to achieve. Look, negotiations have 
already been forced on the govern- 
ment by the Histadrut, which sug- 
gests that a compromise is likely ." 

Perhaps that is the govemmenf s 
intention - to let Kessar bargain the 
figure down to the 8 or 5 per pent 
considered reasonable. 

‘Tn that case,” says Sheffer, “the 
suggested budget cut isn't large 
enough. If less is to be saved on 
wages, then more must be saved on 
public expenditure. 
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IS IT NOT UNFAIR to reduce 
wages even by a small amount, given 
the . erosion that has taken' place 
already? Fair or not, it is necessary, 
Sheffer insists. The test is how the 
cost of Israeli products compares 
■with the cost of foreign products. ' 
“Reducing salaries in Israel would 
make our exports more competitive, 
and that is' what counts.” 

Instead of adjusting costs, we' 
keep playing with the exchange rate. 
“Cutting the wage bill has the same, 
effect as devaluating the shekel - 
without the inflationary after- - 
enect.

Medical 
workers say the same about the 
health system. 

Sheffer snorts his disagreement. 
“During my two decades at the cen- 
tral bank,. Tve taken part in negotia- 
tions with public bodies, and have a. 
pretty good idea how things are ran. 
Let me tell you, the bulk of those 
institutions could accommodate 
themselves to a 10 per cent curtail- 
ment in their budgets without sacri- 
ficing any essential service. 

“They would have to reorganize, 
of course, drift people around, close 
down activities which overlap, eli- 
minate waste.”* 

The government’s plan involved 
the dismissal of 10 , 000 tivn servants. 

. Their union says it won’t happen. 

“They have to say that.”- 

But the- teachers’ unions have 
blocked dismissal -of 3,000 of their 
members. 

*Tt is possible to reduce personnel 
in the educational field without fir- 
ing anybody” Sheffer points out 
indignantly, “All the authorities 
have to do is stop recruiting new 
candidates for a while. Close to 
2,000 teachers retire every year.

however, remain so vague as to be 
almost meaningless. 


IN PLACE of the Treasury’s emph- 
asis on reduced consumption, the 
Histadrut proposes a system based 
on increased state revenues and in- 
centives. The income tax system 
should be reformed to ease the bur- 
den on the workers and revive their 
work incentive. 

At the same time, the entire basis 
of the company tax system should be 
revised to ensure that corporations 
and the self-employed pay fair taxes. 
Loopholes in the tax laws, especially 
pertaining to expense deductions, 
should be closed and tax dodging 
should be heavily penalized. 

The Histadrut places special 
emphasis ou cracking down on black 
capital, which, it says, is the govern- 
ment's “national and social duty.” A 
committee headed by central com- 
mittee member Naftali Ben-Moshe 
has drawn up detailed proposals call- 
ing for increased control over goods 
while in transit, spot checks of stock 
'and draconian penalties for pro- 
fiteers. 

According to Histadrut calcula- 
tions. effective tax collection and 
bringing “black money” back into 
the official economy would provide 
sufficient funds to cover the deficit in 
the state budget and finance invest- 
ment. 

The government maintains that it 
is committed to the implementation 
of the recommendations of the 
Steinberg and Tsarfati committees 
on tax reform and black capital, 
which would go a long way towards 
answering the Histadnit’s demands. 
But those recommendations have 
met with entrenched opposition in 
certain sectors of the Knesset and 
could be bogged down in the legisla- 
ture for a long time. 

While the government views tax 
and black capital reform as sup- 
plementary to economic recovery, 
the Histadrut insists that they are 
central. 

As far as halting inflation is con- 
cerned, the Histadrut has little more 
to offer than price control. Last 
week, it called on the government to 
increase its vigilance and to use all 
the means at its disposal to 
apprehend and punish price gou- 
ge^- . . , . 

There have been tantalizing hints 
that the Histadrut would not oppose 
monetary reform of the patamiza- 
tion variety. Last week’s fighting 
resolution approved by the execu- 
tive contained a coy clause calling on 
the government to “increase the 
public's faith in the Israeli curren- 
cy,” without going into details. 


The funds raised, along with the 
crackdown on black capital, would 
be channelled into industrial invest- 
ment to create jobs for workers. It all 
sounds veij neat, but it is far from 
being an adequate solution to the 
present situation of virtual economic 
collapse. 


“Staff would have to be reshuf- 
fled, and that is the sticking point. 
An Ashkelon teacher facing dismis- 
sal would be detailed instead to 
replace a Jerusalem teacher who has 
retired. Inconvenient? I have just 
come back from a trip to England 
and discovered that there are 
teachers who undergo an hour of 
travelling time to their workplace. 

“Is there any reason why our 
teachers should not do the same? 

“Plenty of other economies are 
posable. Teachers' seminars, for ex- 
ample, are too numerous and could 
be merged. Surplus facilities exist in 
the health field. There are, admit- 
tedly, areas of shortage and they 
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Going into the negotiations with 
the government this week, Kessar 
□arrowed his focus to the sanctity of 
labour agreements and the unaccep- 
tability of edicts. He pronounced 
himself prepared to accept wage ero- 
sion of some 10 percent, and he kept 
as quiet as possible about the im- 
pending dismissals in the public sec- 
tor. 

Kessar knows as well as anyone 
that the public sector work force is 
bloated and that shrinkage is inevit- 
able. But dismissals, he maintains, 
are unacceptable, as long as alterna- 
tive jobs are not available in industry 
and the facilities do not exist for 
worker retraining. 

Left to his own derices, Kessar 
would probably find a way of coming 
to a compromise with the govern- 
ment. For all his sloganeering, he is a 
canny politician and no mean eco- 
nomist. The straits of the economy 
are not lost on him. However. Kes- 
sar's room for maneuver is limited. 
Compounding the pressure from the 
government to capitulate and that 
from the party to compromise with 
Peres is the pressure from the work- 
ers to stand firm. Obviously, it is in 
Kessar's interests to appear pressed 
from below - “I don’t know how 
long I’ll be able to contain it,” he 
said earlier in the week. But it is a 
fact that the mood among broad 
sections of the workers is decidedly 
militant. 


THE HISTADRUT calls for full 
.employment, investment and 
growth , without specifying how they 
are to be financed. Presumably, tax 
reform would increase the share paid 
by corporations quite drastically, 
while reduced income taxes would 
stimulate incentive - and ultimately 
tax collection - among the workers. 


KESSAR WAS not overly enthu- 
siastic about calling Tuesday’s 
strike, it is said in the Histadrut. He 
would probably have preferred a 
gradual buildup of industrial action. 
But the strike was forced on him by 
the mood in the Trade Union De- 
partment and further militant action 
will be forced on him next week if the 
negotiations with the government do 
not bear early fruit. 

Many of the unions and the works 
committees are raring to go. They 
are dissatisfied with the “moderate" 
line dictated by Kessar and his insist- 
ence on consultation with the gov- 
ernment. Most, unionists enjoy a 
good fight and it's been a long time 
since they were offered a better 
opportunity. By next week, wildcat 
action could already pose a serious 
threat to the Histadrut’s authority. 

Yisrael Kessar has no option but 
to clash with the government and his 
party. If he win^, he could emerge 
tiie undisputed power in the Labour 
Party, but who knows if there will be 
anything left to glory over by then . If 
he loses, not only his own future but 
that of the Histadrut could be in 
doubt. Of course, being Yisrael Kes- 
sar, there is always the possibility of 
a negotiated solution. 


could be dealt with, but the health 
authorities speak only of the shor- 
tage areas.” They do not bother to 
tighten the belts where it can be 
tightened. 

“The local-currency defence 
budget is as big as our whole civilian 
budget, excluding debt service and 
transfer payments. Are there really 
no further savings to be made there? 
I am no expert on the subject, but I 
do know that a great deal of money is 
being spent on developing the Lavie, 
yet the military experts themselves 
are not agreed that the outlay is 
worth making.

'He recommends closing down 
Gad Ya'acobi's Economics Ministry 
and Gideon Fatt’s Ministry of Scien- 
ce and Technology; liquidating the 
civil guard organization, mishmar 
ezrahi (their work can be done by the 
police); shutting down the offices of 
tiie Investment Authority abroad 
(their work can be done by the 
Economic Attaches); selling off 
Israel Railways and the Government 
Printer and merging the dues- 
collecting service of income tax and 
national insurance. 

“He has other ideas, demonstrat- 
ing that major economies can be 
made without injuring any of the 
country’s vital interests.” 

Are not the social services that 
Sheffer proposes to trim necessary 
for the well-being of the population? 

“Expenditures on the social ser- 
vices has swelled by a quarter in the 
last seven or eight years. I ask you, 
did anybody proclaim at the time, 
when outlay was 20 per cent less than 
it is today, that the social services 
fared collapse?” 


Regarding the division of the bur- 
den between rich and poor, Sheffer 
speaks cautiously: “Sacrifices are 
imposed on all. I can’t say whether 
each sector carries an exactly prop- 
ortionate share. I don’t suppose that 
pharmaceutical scales were used. 

“What I can tell you is that politi- 
cians declaring that they won't toler- 
ate dismissals are talking through 
their hats. If the country’s dollars are 
allowed to run out, factories will 
close their doors for lack of fuel, 
spares and raw materials - and then 
we'll know what the word dismissals 
really means. 

“The problem we face at the mo- 
ment is not economic, it is political. 
The government has to show lead- 
ership. It must arouse the confidence 
of the population in its reform mea- 
sures. 

“If cabinet ministers don’t work 
together, don’t show solidarity and 
prefer to bicker instead - there won’t 
be confidence.” Sheffer might have 
added: And there won’t be any re- 
covery, either. ,

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ITS BEING DESCRIBED as the 
biggest gamble of Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres 1 nine months in the 
premiership. He's done nothing less 
than put all his cards on the success 
of the new economic policy*. 

His supporters pray that the dice 
haven't been loaded a gains t him by 
the Likud cabinet opposition, led by 
Deputy Premier David Levy and 
Industry and Trade Minister Arid 
Sharon - not forgetting his Labour 
Party opposition, mainly a very 
angry Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrad Kessar. Kessar, they say, 
may prove to have the ace up his 
sleeve. 

Some of Peres' left-wing critics are 
saying he’s the best Liberal premier 
we’ve ever had. They warn against 
the Likud design of placing all the 
responsibility for barsb measures on 
Peres, and assigning any credit that 
might accrue to their finance minis- 
ter, Yitzhak Moda’i. It’s significant 
that Vice-Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
avoids economics like the plague. 

Whether the plan works out or 
not, we’ve learned one thing: Peres- 
has remarkable stamina, and, in the 
best old Mapai tradition, simply 
tired his colleagues out in the de- 
bate. 

It seems that at about 4 a.m., Levy 
protested, “We’re worn out - we 
can't cany on like this.” To this, 
Peres responded: “That's what I’ve 1 
been waiting for” - in other words, 1 
sort of government by attrition. 

It appears that Peres, asked for his 
view on the “dollarization” scheme 
of Likud’s fourth finance minister, 
ME Yoram Aridor, asked: “How 
can you have dollarization without 
dollars?” 

What has emerged from the eco- 
nomic marathon is that Peres' main 
problem still remains Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, who was the 
only Labour minis ter to abstain in 
the vote. 

Other Labour leaders complain 
that Rabin has been most ungrate- 
ful, in view of Peres’ over- 
consideration of his interests in re- 
fraining from pushing through 
necessary defence spending cuts, 
advocated openly by Rabin's 
predecessor-but-two, Minister- 
without-Portfolio Ezer Weizman.

DAMASCUS may seek to heat up 
tensions on the Lebanese-Israeli 
border to intensify internal, dissent 
here over policy towards Lebanon, 
says Jureidini. Damascus may also 
be motivated by the desire to prove 
that there can be no progress in the 
peace process without Syrian acqui- 
escence. 

Hezbollah has maintained direct 
contact with Teheran, bypassing 
Damascus, and has received aid 
from the self-styled Islamic republic. 


However, Hezbollah wouid not 
necessarily try to cany the struggle 
across the border into Israel and all 
the way to Jerusalem as its Iranian 
backers have sought.

rate. Secondly, although our foreign 
payments deficit in 1985 is fully co- 
vered by unilateral transfers, this 
cover includes S750 million of U.S. 
emergency aid - and the U.S. admi- 
nistration has put the government of 
Israel on probation before handing 
over any of that cash even after the 
Congress approves it finally, as it is 
expected to do shortly. As a result, 
the servicing of our foreign debt has 
meanwhile been eating away at the 
foreign-currency reserves. 

BOTH IMMEDIATE reasons for 
the urgency are very much home- 
made. The government has for half a 
year frittered away the chance it had 
nine months ago of sta bilizing the 
economy, and the Bank of Israel 
itself insisted last month that die 
Treasury recycle some of our foreign 
loans so as to reduce the drain on the 
reserves. 

However, to what degree the crisis 
was home-made or the result 'of 
extraneous factors, among them 
American pressure (Washington, 
according to first reports, is highly 
pleased with the policy), is by now 
almost immaterial. The question is 
whether the new economic policy 
has a change of succeeding and 
whether it vriJJ be a programme not 
only of stabilization, but also of 
recovery; what its price will be; and 
who will have to pay it. 

As for the programme’s immedi- 
ate objective of throttling inflation, 
at least daring the next three 
months, there is more than a good 
chance of success - if only because

upon Israel for this particular inci- 
dent. After all, how could Israel not 
release its prisoners, held under 
somewhat dubious circumstances, 
with American lives at stake? 

WITH THESE SEEDS of doubt 
toward Israel planted,, the soil was 
. fertile for the Middle East experts to 
fertilize them with philosophical 
nourishment. The first line of off- 
ence was to blame the hostage crisis 
on Israel’s intervention in Lebanon. 

- “On this occasion, the Americans 
are paying a price for their support of 
Israel, whose invasion of Lebanon- 
accelerated that country's fall into 
anarchy," editorialized The Eco- 
nomist in England. 

The boys from Brookings quickly 
chimed in with the same old song. 

“Push on with the peace process 
aimed at reliving the negotiations 
over Israeli-occupied Arab territor- 
ies," writes William Quandt m the 
Christian Science Monitor. Restore 
■ U.S. credibility by doing something 
about the "Israeli question" is 
another refrain heard from old Mid- 
die East hands in Washington. 

This £s a line of reasoning that, no 
matter what the crisis of the mo- [ 
meat, follows a trajectory that, in- 
eluctably brings ns back to Israel and 
the Palestinian problem. It is, 
coarse, sheer nonsense. ' 
VIOLENCE is endemic to the Mid- 
dle East, with or without Israek 
Terror is a means of settling scores in 
the Arab world, and the Shfites are 
not newcomers to the scene. Their 
. grievance is not specifically with 
Israel, which had intended to return 


the wage-price freeze has this time 
been accompanied by a freeze on the 
exchange rate (the rate of interest 
has still been left as a loose end). 
These instruments for repressing in- 
flation on the cost side will be sup- 
ported on the demand side by an 
erosion of real wages more brutal 
than any in the country’s history, 
including time^of war. And as quite 
a number of economists argue, a 
wage cut that far overshoots the 
mark and that, unless it was original- 
ly designed for horse- trading with 
the Histadrut (emergency regular 
tions or not), wiD not in practice be 
implementable. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
talks airily of a real wage erosion of 
6-7 per cent. Other officials concede 
that it will be twice as much. The 
Histadrut speaks of a 30 per cent 
shrinkage. Who is right? 

A SIMPLE arithmetical calculation 
will show that Mr. Moda'i is telling 
an untruth. Taking June's wages 
(already eroded by comparison with 
earlier months) as the basis, as the 
finance minis ter wants to do, and 
assuming that the special compensa- 
tion of 13 per cent as offered by the 
Treasury will be paid only later, then 
IS113 of wages paid at the beginning 
of July will, when brought to the 
marketplace, confront a consump- 
tion basket that will, in July, cost 
IS 125-130 - an erosion of 10-14 per 


cent. The Treasury predicts that in 
August, inflation will still run at 12 
per cent a month, and in September, 
around 5 per cent. The cumulative 
price increase until September will 
therefore be 47 per cent. With wages 
frozen at the July level, including the 
13 per cent compensation, the 
cumulative cut in real wages will 
amount to 23 per cent. 

This reduction of real wages is not 
only far bigger than any of the addi- 
tional taxes on companies and the 
self-employed and on the more 
affluent wage-earners, it is also for 
the bere-and-now, while the opti- 
mistic forecasts of the revenue to be 
obtained from businesses are mostly 
for the never-never land of the fu- 
ture. Most of them will not bring in 
any revenue in this fiscal year. 
Moreover, 20-25 per cent of the 
wage bill is about S2.5 billion, while 
the Treasury's own forecasts of the 
taxes to be imposed on business are 
less than a quarter of that. So much 
for equal burden-sharing, even with- 
out going into the details, which are 
all weighted against the wage- 
earners. 

But let us, for the sake of argu- 
ment, leave aside the distributional 
aspect of the programme. Let us. for 
a moment, concede (as we should 
not) the government's argument that 
the emergency was such that justice 
not only had to be undone but also 
had to be kept out of sight. What will

THERE IS a recurring pattern in 
Hafez Assad's record in Lebanon. 
The la unchin g of the civil war in 
Lebanon in the spring of 1976 - the 
onslaught on the Christians by die 
local Moslems in collaboration with 
the PLO - was masterminded by 
Damascus, which also supplied 
arms. The overwhelming superiority 
of the aggressors ensured the defeat 
of the Christians/ With that defeat 
staring them in the face, they had

the 700 Shi’ite prisoners to Lebanon 
in a short time. 

Rather, the real target of radical 
Islam is the West and the "Satanic 
forces of modernity" which have, 
they believe, corrupted the region. 
Fort these religious zealots the real 
enemies axe the Arab ‘’infidels' who 
have, as yet, failed to turn their 
countries into feudal moslem clergy- 
states. 

If the pundits in the U.S. and 
Europe insist on underlying doc- 
trines for terror in the Middle East, 
they ought to retool their archaic 
concepts of Israel culpability and 
American uneven-handedness and 
begin to focus on the uncompromis- 
ing tenets of the true believers. 

Old dogma, however, dies hard. If 
a staunch American ally, Israel, is 
viewed as part of the latest problem, 
it was only natural, then, that the 
extremists - Shi’ite leader Nabih 
Berri and his Syrian backers - are 
viewed as part of the solution. 

The bizarre spectacle of casting 
the perpetrators of violence and 
their interlocutors as heroes is atten- 
dant to hostage-taking. Witness the 
role of the PLO and Algeria during 
the protracted crisis when Amer- 
icans were held captive in Iran. 

Bern, couching his anti-Western 
invective in modulated tones, be- 
came a familiar and rather soothing 
father-figure on network television. 
Never mind that he declared at a 
press conference, “I am not a go- 
between. I am a party," to the hi- 
jackers' demands, a rather, in- 
appropriate position for Lebanon’s 
Munster of Justice to take. 

NEVERTHELESS, such dramas re- 
. quire benign protagonists and Beni 
needed to be “understood." For 


New York 7rmer columnist Anthony 
Lewis, Berri is actually ‘‘a moderate 
man by instinct and not anti- 
American." Lewis based this conclu- 
sion on Berri’s having lived in the 
U.S. , where his children still reside. 

By the same logic, would Lewis 
find Ayatollah Khomeini a Fran- 
cophile, since he lived for several 
years in France? Or Rabbi Meir 
Kahane a supporter of Jeffersonian 
democracy, since he is an American 
citizen? 

Then there are the Syrians, who 
are emerging as the heroes of the 
TWA affair for their mediating 
efforts. Assad may be seen as the 
real winner of a dangerous “bad- 
cop, good-cop" game, one which 
may have been orchestrated in 
Damascus. 

Sh'ite terrorists, operating from 
Syrian-controlled territory, humili- 
ate the U.S. and drive a wedge 
between America and Israel over 
the proposed hostage exchange. 
And at the last minute, Syria steps in 


be the necessary economic result of 
the planned wage cut? 

PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres 
has argued that it is an alternative to 
mass unemployment, and has 
pointed with pride to the fact that 
while all democratic countries, in- 
cluding those run by socialist govern- 
ments. are plagued with two-digit 
unemployment. Israel is not. Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i. in his Moked 
confrontation with Mr. Kessar. also 
played himself up as the great cham- 
pion of the workers. The govern- 
ment's programme was the only way 
to protect jobs. 

True or untrue? I will not go so far 
as to charge the prime minister and 
the finance minister of deliberately 
lying. But if they really believe what 
they are saying, they must either be 
grossly misled and misleading, or 
they must have an ace up their sleeve 
which they are not prepared to put 
on the table. 

A 20-25 per cent cut in real wages 
- which is equivalent to some 10 per 
cent of total private consumption - 
must cause a massive recession, with 
an increase in unemployment prop- 
ortionate to the contraction of real 
demand. If this does not happen, it 
will be a sign that the policy has not 
been implemented. If the policy is 
carried through it will, sooner or a 
little later, drive unemployment up 
to the 10 per cent level and possibly 
higher. 

True, there may be mitigating fac- 
tors. For one thing, most of the 
budget cuts that have been pre- 
sented as pivotal to the entire prog- 


moreover every reason to fear mas- 
sacre on a large scale; and th<j Mos- 
lems. and their PLO allies, were 
poised to take over the government 
( of the country. 

This was the signal for direct Sy- 
rian intervention. Assad's forces 
went into Lebanon - to save the 
Christians. They took a substantial 
toll of lives among the surprised 
Moslem-PLO combatants, who had 
naively believed that the Syrians 
wanted them to take over Lebanon. 

When some balance of forces was 
restored, the Syrians, having taken 
control of the Lebanese state 
through a puppet regime, resumed 
their more natural role against the 
Christian community. In renewed 
collaboration with the Moslems and 
the PLO, they made possible, inter 
alia, the monstrous domination of 
Southern Lebanon by the PLO. 

Then came the crowning glory of 
Assad's stintegy; the Syriansinl976 
went" into Lebanon in orderto“puf 
an end" to the dvil war for which 


and is credited with organizing the 
release of the Americans. 

WHAT IS OVERLOOKED here is 
the principal role played by Syria, if 
not in the hijacking itself, then cer- 
tainly in allowing the tragedy to drag 
on. 

Damascus has proved its ability of 
preventing terrorists from operating 
out of Syrian territory. Any doubters 
need only count the number of ter- 
rorists crossing into Israel from Syria 
in recent years. 

The Assad regime has also dis- 
played its ruthlessness in quelling 
political behaviour not to its liking. 
The message of the Syrian massacre 
in Hama has not been lost upon 
Amal or the Hezbollah Shi'ites. 
Should he so desire, Assad could 
tmiftash his own ‘‘iron fist" to keep 
the Isl ami c militant s in line. 

That Syria has been a spawning 
ground for international terrorism 
matters little in the critical moments 
of hostage diplomacy. To its credit,, 
the U.S. has not, as yet, dedded to 
remove Syria from the list of coun- 
tries supporting terror. But a favour 
Tendered is a favour not quickly 
forgotten. 

Hostage diplomacy has a curious 
way of turning the strong into the 
weak, friends into adversaries, thugs 
into victims and vice-versa. It is a 
sinister version of Alice-in- 
Wonderland. Things keep getting 
curiouser and curiouser.

r am m e are not much more than 
eyewash. The planned cuts in gov- 
ernment operations of something 
less than $400 million have mostly 
been left to the individual ministries. 
It is a safe bet that they will not really 
be carried out. Also, Treasury 
Director-General Dr. Emmanuel 
Sharon explained in his press brief- 
ing last Sunday that the Treasury’s 
intention is to rebuild the budgetary 
reserve (which has been wiped out 
by excess spending) and use it for 
contingencies. The contingencies he 
bad in mind were cases such as Ata. 
and the Beit Shemesh aero-engine 
factory. In other words, the money is 
to be used for bailing out tottering 
firms and saving employment in 
them. Thus, the first mitigating fac- 
tor -is that little unemployment will 
be caused by the budget cuts, be- 
cause there will be little budget cut- 
ting. 

The second mitigating factor is 
that overall private consumption will 
not fall by as much as real wages are 
cut, because savings will be reduced 
in order to maintain, at least partial- 
ly. accustomed living standards. 
What this wifi, do to the govern- 
ment's defitit, which is largely fi- 
nanced from savings. & another 
story. So is the fact that some people 
have incomes that leave a saveable 
surplus, while many, many others 
live on overdrafts. The net result will 
be that demand will contract less 
than real wages. 

A third mitigating factor may be 
that the dismissal of workers usually 
lags behind the contraction of de- 
mand and output, so that unemploy- 
ment will only rise after a delay. The 
paradoxical result will be a fall in real 
productivity - in output per man 
hour - combined with a rise in the 
value of output per wage unit. What 


they- were responsible in the first 
place, and they were not only 
accorded the approval of- the other 
Arab states, but were also recog- 
nized, indeed hailed, as a “peace- 
keeping force." They retained the 
title throughout the bloody inter- 
communal fighting and aggression in 
the years that followed. 

NOW ASSAD has done it again. His 
benign countenance shining out 
from Damascus this week brought a 
glow to hearts the world over. He 
was the one at whose orders the 
hijacked hostages were liberated; it 
was Assad whom the truculent hi- 
jackers obeyed without question, 
who brought to an end the unutter- 
able anguish of 39 American fami- 
lies, the gnawing fears of a whole 
nation and the anxiety of all its 
friends. 

He heard himself praised by the 
American president, h is vice - 
president", and his secretary of state. 
He was described, moreover. tVthe 
world as a leader who was "cooper- 
ating with the U.S. in its fight against 
terrorism." 

Without reason, media commen- 
tators have hastened to celebrate 
Assad as the great beneficiary of the 
hijacking crisis. After all, he had 
demonstrated that nothing signifi- 
cant happens in Lebanon “without 
him" — without, that is, his initiative 
or at least bis approving nod. 


we may witness within a few months 
may very well be demands for wage 
increases (which will be granted) 
side by side with rising unemploy- 
ment. 

The fourth mitigaling factor may 
be that, as so many economists hope 
and pray, there will be a shift to more 
production for export. This, howev- 
er, is a much more doubtful result 
than the recession towards which the 
country is headed. The devaluation 
has not made, exports more profit- 
able, because the export subsidies 
are to be cut in proportion, and 
exports, in the best of circumstances, 
take time to build up. 

Towards the fall. then, we may see 
a much lower rate of inflation - 
perhaps even less than officially pre- 
dicted - together with a recession 
and a sharp rise in unemployment. 
Our foreign payments position will 
be better, partly because of the con- 
traction of consumption and mainly 
because rhe U.S. will come through 
with its emergency aid. 

All in all. the policy stands a good 
chance of accomplishing what it set 
out to accomplish - which is poor 
praise. The price will be high. It will 
be paid one-sidedly and unfairly, 
and the same result could have been 
achieved earlier at a lower price and 
with more social justice. At the mo- 
ment. it looks as if the government 
will, after having made the impact 
that was apparently necessary to 
please Washington, backtrack on 
the wage erosion. If it doesn't do it 
now, it will have to do it in the fail, 
once unemployment hits the 10 per 
cent mark. There is a German 
proverb that no dish is ever eaten 
quite as hot as it is cooked. The 
policy that has now been ladled out 
may also soon cool off to a more 
palatable temperature. 


Including, of course, the hijacking 
of an American plane. 

The policy of coddling Syria 
wherever possible persists. Assad's 
brutality towards his own people is 
ignored. Syria is the favoured client 
and declared ally of the Soviet Union 
in the Middle East, but eyes are 
closed to this. 

There was g moment during the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 1982 
when the possibility arose of ending 
Syria's occupation - as will surety be 
shown by any detailed professional 
analysis of the war. That possibility 
was frustrated by repeated Amer- 
ican political pressure, supported by 
a campaign of propaganda by Israeli 
opponents of the Begin government 
- pressure to which the government 
characteristically succumbed. 

That moment passed; and Syrian 
power and authority in Lebanon has 
been reconfirmed and stabilized. Sy- 
rian auffloiifyTs subordinate only to 
the USSR. (If Was undoiffitedlyfrom 
Moscow, in the midst of negotiations 
with Washington for a “summit” 
meeting, that the order came to 
Assad to arrange the release of the 
American hostages.) 

This is a fact of life; and for the 
foreseeable future there should be 1 
no pretences or illusions either in 
Jerusalem or in Washington about 
its validity for them, no less than for 
the suffering majority in Lebanon.

Once the vote is taken, every minis- 
ter bears equal responsibility. Levy 
chose not to vote,in the Knesset, and 
has since been engaging in demago- 
gic incitement against die measures 
adopted - albeit reluctantly - to 
rescue the country from the sorry 
state for which Levy bears responsi- 
bility. 

Levy is not only trying to detach 
himself from the Likud economic 
heritage, says Baram; at the same 
time he is trying to c laim that the 
Likud had no hand in the recovery 
plan. Baram wonders how Levy 
could have the effrontery to go on 
Israel Radio and c laim that “Peres 
sprang it on us. ” The Labour spokes- 
man remarks tartly: “He seems to 
have forgotten so conveniently that 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Modal 
belongs to the Likud."

While Baram hopes ttiat the other 
Likud ministers will gufte their con- 
duct by tbe country’s best interests, 
he is concerned abop/the Liberal 
party rivals of Yitzhak Moda’i, and 
especially Tourism ^Minister Avra- 
ham Sharir, who will do anything to 
undermine him, “irfespective of the 
' cost to the country /And y ou can put 
that on the record/* 

The Likud ministers, he says, “un- 
til as late as a week ago, went round 
saying that whflqPeres bad pleasant- 
ly surprised thdb at the start of his 
premiership, be had disappointed 
them by his mnparity to make tough 
decisions. So be adopts really tough 
decisions - and now witnesses their 
conduct.” ... 

But Yitzhak Rabin, Labour's de- 
fence minister, broke the line and 
abstained m the cabinet vote. Baram 
sees no parallel between Rabin’s 
voting and that of the Likud minis- 
ters. •

“One cannot overlook Rabin's 
perception that the only cuts in pub- 
lic spendinghavebeenrat the defence 
ministry's expense. He has been 
sounding the alarm that any further 
defence cuts would seriously harm 
the country’s security.” 

SINCE THE CABINET ended its 
marathon session, Baram has been 
busy trying to douse the flames of 
go ve ramen t-Hi stadrut relations. 

When he was elected secretary- 
general of his party, he points out, he 
set himself the prime task of estab- 
lishing a common policy-making 
forum for the party’s ministers and 
Histadmt leaders. 

“The day after my election. I 
approached Peres and be gave me 
carte blanche to get this idea going. 
On the other hand (Histadrut 
Secretary -General) Yisrael Kessar 
turned me down, claiming that such 
a forum would not be balanced. But 
he was agreeable, says Baram , tothe 
concept of ‘‘parallel and separate 
consultations between him, Peres 
and myself. 

“In my considered opinion, I 
think Kessar today most be having 
second thoughts about the correct- 
ness of that particular stand, in view 
of the events of tbe past fortnight. 
After all, if we had established the 
.joint forum I proposed, he would 
have been in on the early stages of 
policy-making and his opinion could 
have (Suited weight.” 

Asks Baram rhetorically: “And 
what does the party secretar- 


general do if his proposal for an 
informal joint forum is not 
accepted? He brings each issue to 
tbe party executive for a binding 
resolution.” 

His good relations with the fiery 
Histadrut chief stand him in good 
stead however. At the latest party 
leadership bureau session, Kessar 
declared his readiness to accept the 
decision of the party’s elected execu- 
tive bodies. From this, Baram draws 
the conclusion that there is now 
definitely room for setting up an 
official forum to thrash out a com- 
mon economic policy. 

The party's longstanding Econo- 
mic Affairs Committee is chaired by 
Economics and Planning Minister 
Gad Ya’acobi, but Baram doubts 
whether a minis ter could preside 
over the kind of forum he envisages. 
That’s an issue that will have to be 
resolved. He himself might even 
assume what could be a sticky job. 

Just this week, Baram proved bis 
capacities as a mediator between the 
party leaders, doing bis best to de- 
fuse the growing conflict between 
government and Histadrut. When 
things threatened to get out of hand, 
the party secretary-general con- 
vened an ad hoc forma comprising 
four ministers - Peres, Ya'acobi, 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur and 
Moshe Shahal (Energy), the latter 
three members of the Ministerial 
Economic Committee - and the top 
Histadrut quartet, • Kessar, Hevrat 
Ha’Ovdim Secretary Danny Roso- 
lio. Trade Union chief Haim Haber- 
feld and organization and employ- 


ment head Gideon Ben-Israel. 

He does nor hide the fact that a 
very tough exchange took place, but 
in the end tbe prime minister 
announced that, among other 
things, the government will not issue 
decrees suspending collective con- 
tracts. Declares Baram with relief: 
“Now we have opened up the pros- 
pect for further discussions on tbe 
controversial issues." 

HE ADMITS that the Labour Party 
is in something of a quandary, 
caught in the impassioned debate 
between its two consituent groups, 
tbe government and the Histadrut. 
“We must give our fullest backing to 
the government; for its success is our 
success. But at the same time, we 
cannot on any account close our ears 
to the Histadnit's case. 

“We must strive to, achieve the 
middle ground of compromise and 
accommodation, lest there be 
escalation in labour unrest. For who 
knows, with so many irresponsible 
agitators at large, the situation could 
get out of hand and the Histadrut 
lose control.” 

Is he referring to Herut union 
agitation, as demonstrated in 
Wednesday's demonstrations in 
Ashdod? The Labour spokesman 
believes that were the Likud in 
opposition today, things would be 
much worse, in the event, the 
national unity government has cer- 
tainly justified itself, and it is up to 
the’ Herut leadership to curb tjjeir 
followers' activities. 

Yet Baram is worried about the 


spread of grassroots, extra- 
parliamentary protest and its de- 
terioration into street violence. A 
first taste came from Jerusalem's 
Katamonim, an area which Baram, 
as former branch secretary, knows 
exceedingly well. 

Indeed, he remarks, some of those 
who led off the confrontation with 
the police this week worked for the 
Labour Alignment in the 1984 elec- 
tion campaign. He is understandably 
worried about social unrest getting 
out of band and being exploited by 
fringe political elements. 

Baram believes that an intensive 
effort must be made to establish 
some kind of communication with 
those who have genuine complaints. 
Mayor Teddy Kollek and Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal. he says, 
have already been trying to establish 
some kind of rapport with the people 
in the Katamonim. But, admits 
Baram, a Jerusalemite, “It’s going to 
be very rough going.” 

HE IS STEELING himself for a 
sharp decline in his party’s popular- 
ity in the opinion polls over die 
coming months. He is a dear-sighted 
politician, and does not allow him- 
self to enjoy the luxury of window- 
dressing or camouflage. As he puts 
it: 

“Peres is treading a tightrope with 
all the risks involved. All the experts 
say that erosion in any part of the 
plan’s implementation will result in a 
huge inflationary spurt There are 
great dangers. 

“Already you can see the political 
line-up around the plan. If it sue-

large parties is that things are. getting 
hot indeed. Hardly anyone predicts 
that the coalition will last, as sche- 
duled, till November 1988. How and 
when it will be brought down de- 
pends not so much on how much 
Levy ired Labour, but on the options 
Labour has' if it means managing 
without him. 

“Let them try to get rid of me. I 
dare them,” says Levy, not unlike 
the naughty cfafld who knows he can 
get away with almost anything. Levy 
indeed can continue to play his game 
of being both in and out of the 
coalition, as long as Labour has no 
other choice. The other Likud minis- 
ters can continue to oppose the gov- 
ernment’s major policy decisions for 
their own ulterior motives as well. 

liberal Ministers Avraham Shar- 
ir, Moshe Nissim and Gideon Patt 
can be safely relied on to oppose 
any idea from their fellow Liberal, 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i. 
Their rivalry has turned into open 
hostility. Herat's Moshe Katsav 
does speak for the poor. Levy and 
Ariel Sharon claim they too have the 
-poor in mind, but they and Moshe 
Arens are also potential contenders 
for tbe Herut leadership- It is in 
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teresting that Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir and his ally, Haim Corfu, 
were the only Herat ministers to 
vote for the new economic mea- 
sures. Shamir, of course, has a great 
stake in the government’s survival; 
in 14 months he wants to take over 
from Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

BECAUSE Levy is so weighty a 
contender in the Herat arena, there 
is nothing that Sh amir can or will do 
to restrain him. Levy is his own man. 
When it suited him, he voted for the 
Lebanon withdrawal, and .he wQl 
oppose the economic edicts as long 
as it suits him. 

Peres is not able to fire Levy.- 
According to the coalition agree- 
ment, all that Peres can do is to 
appeal to Shamir to send Levy 
home. Shamir could then explain to 
Peres that should he do that, the 
entire coalition can be sent home. 
The prime minister knows that and 
therefore will not even approach 
Shamir, unless he decides he has had 
enough of the strange coalition. But 
Peres has apparently not yet reached 
that point. 

The two big parties are still unwill- 
. ing bedfellows but they have 'no 
choice. The taik of a narrow Labour- 
led coalition is still as far-fetched as it 
ever was. Plain arithmetic defies 
wishful thmfcbg. Even if National 
.Religious Party would join Labour, 

• and even if there really are contacts 
with Aguda, and. even if half of 
Morasha (MK Avraham Vertfiger) 


was amenable to Labour offers, 
there is no way a coalition can be put 
together. The above religious fac- 
tions and splinters are not likely to 
co-exist in one coalition with Shula- 
mit Aloni and Yossi Sand, for exam- 
ple. Peres needs all the religious 
MKs to have a chance. Shas is not 
likely to cross to his court, despite 
the much-heralded audience which 
the aged Ashkenazi Rabbi Eliezer 
Shacb (who is seen as the patron of 
this Sephardi party), has agreed to 
grant Peres. But Shacb. could not 
find room in his schedule before 
August 27, and much may happen 
before then. 

The one way a narrow coalition 
could easQy be formed is for tbe 
Likud to bolt the coalition of its own 
initiative. Should that happen, the 
Likud's small satellite parties would 
not be bound to follow it into the 
opposition and could conceivably 
team up with Labour. But would tbe 
Likud oblige Labour and make its 
life so easy after having spent 10 
uneasy months in the coalition and 
with only 15 more to go until the 
rotation agreement takes effect? 

PERES is unlikely to resign and seek 
to form a narrow coalition until he 
has sure undertakings from coalition 
partners who will make it possible to 
rid himself of the LflcudL 

Likud and Labour sources alike 
agree that a more promising pros- 
pect for Labour than the religious 
parties is Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i. Despite his clever victory at 


the Liberal convention over all the 
other Liberal ministers, Moda’i can 
be hurt by the Liberals’ lack of 
support for his policies; and he can 
be tripped if a major segment of 
Herat joins the feuding Liberals. 
Moda'i has got a reputation for un- 
predictability and a volatile temper. 
If fellow Likudniks push him too far, 
there is no telling where he could go, . 
it is said hopefully in Labour and 
feared in Herut. If David Levy does ■ 
not moderate his criticism of tbe 
economic plan, Moda'i could con- 
ceivably be pushed hard enough to 
cross the lines and start the process 
whereby the Likud and its alliance 
with the religious parties would both • 
disintegrate. 

A more likely scenario is that the 
acrimony in the national unity gov- 
ernment will become increasingly 
difficult to contain, as economic dif- 
ficulties mount and mutual recri- 
minations are engaged in with gusto. 
That could lead leading politicians 
over the brink and into tbe abyss of 
new elections. 

Yet another possibility is that the 
economic plan might actually work. 
That, too, would not prolong the 
government's life, it is thought. 
Peres would probably not want to 
turn over the reins to Shamir as 
provided for in the rotation agree- 
ment after he put his neck on the line 
to straighten out the economy. 

If the economic measures work 1 , 
Peres may be encouraged to chance 
a call for eariy elections.

ceeds there’D be great political di- 
vidends. Hence the big question 
mark hovering over the Likud’s 
role.” 

Baram acknowledges that the main 
burden of the economic plan falls on 
the wage-earners, and concedes that 
the missing link is the collection of 
taxes from the self-employed. 

He hopes, however, that once the 
recommendations of the Steinberg 
Tax Enquiry Commission are made 
law, the situation will be rectified. 
The plan does, he notes, include 
increased taxation on business, with 
credit becoming ever more scarce. 
This will mean the disappearance 
of easy money from the market. 

In tiie face of the untrammelled 
demagogery of Likud speakers like 
David Levy, Baram contends that 
Labour must take the offensive in 
telling the public the harsh facts: that 
the catastrophic economic situation 
was caused by the Likud's misman- 
agement of the nation's affairs. 

“The Likud left us two crises - 
Lebanon and the economy. We re- 
solved to extricate ourselves from 
- both in as short a time as possible . by 
withdrawing from the Lebanese 
morass and from the Likud’s illu- 
sionary good-time economics . 

“We most remind the public how 
the huge foreign debts the Likud 
took on in order to engage in massive 
electoral bribeiy, together with tbe 
massive outlay on the Lebanon mis- 
adventure, brought us to the brink of 
economic collapse. The public 
should know who's to blame for our 
massive trade imbalance and raging 
inflation. We have to explain to 
people that the main thrust of our 
policy is to avoid mass unemploy- 
ment. 

“Peres did point out in his TV 
speech how Israel differs from 
Spain, France, England and the 
U.S. , where so many millions are out 
of work. Maybe our wage levels are 
lower, but at least we don't have 
armies of jobless. I’m relieved that 
the prime minister has begun to 
drive home the harsh facts of life to- 
the public. 

“I want people to know where our 
party stands,'’ Baram declares. 
Peres thinks it’s better to be low-key, 
but I feel he's too restrained in such 
matters at a time when the Likud has 
had no such scruples. Peres may 
want to act tbe gentleman, but with 
Sharon around k just won’t work. ” 

There is an integral connection, 
says the secretary-general , between 
tbe imperative of tough economic 
measures and the preservation of 
Israel's freedom of political action. 

“Even for a dove like myself. I'm 
deeply worried about Israel losing its 
economic and political freedom. So 
what do such hawks as Levy and 
Sharon think that a totally depen- 
dent Israel could do to resist any 
measures that a" more ‘hostile tJlST’ 
president might wish to impose on 
us?" 


Both total failure and runaway 
success are seen as hurting the gov- 
ernment’s chances of survival. But 
there is always the possibility that 
there will not be anything so dear 
cut. In the not too unlikely event that 
there will- be neither a miraculous 
cure nor a dreadful catastrophe, the 
coalition’s fires will rage on. The 
flames will leap up and throw' sparks 
in every direction, but the coalition 
will not be consumed.

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THERE IS A WISE Hebrew adage 
that we mustn't open our mouths to 
Satan, lest our doing so be construed 
by the devil as a challenge. 

Only a week ago, I breached this 
precept by endorsing Dudu Topaz 
when he said that we are a nation 
that knows how to manage whatever 
blows “they” - the government, all 
those up top - aim at us. As I 
watched the television spreading 
gloom and doom this week, I 
thought that Satan must have read 
those lines, and laughed heartily as 
he arranged for retribution to come 
very swiftly. 

The new economic programme is 
so fierce that I can see no hope of our 
outmaneuvering “them” this time. 
■There is amply no way of coping 
with cuts in real earnings that will 
amount to 30 per cent. We are going 
to have to reduce our standard of 
living, or. to put it more accurately, 
of existing. 

Israel Television's coverage 
showed us a nation in a state of 
complete confusion. We saw people 
running desperately from bank to 
black market to store in futile efforts 
to ward off disaster, like a herd of 
cattle milling around in an abattoir. 

Interviewees could think of no 
way to preserve their earnings and 
savings against the planned depreda- 
tions; mothers claimed they had 
abandoned hope of being able to 
feed their children. 

At an early stage in the week’s 
coverage of economic develop- 
ments. Deputy Prime Minister 
David Levy came on the air to sav- 
age the cabinet of which he is so 
conspicuous an ornament. 

For so high a government func- 
tionary to act like'this is an amazing 
development, one that would 
obviously never be permitted in any 
other democracy. We seem to have 
the knack of finding a unique Israeli 
way of doing things. 

Levy’s attack followed the classic 
pattern adopted by fascists: convinc- 


ing uneducated voters chat the work- 
ing methods of democracy are inept 
and contemptible, the implication 
being that a strong, resolute dictator 
is needed to set matters right. 

He described what had happened 
at that momentous government 
meeting: some ministers had slept, 
some dozed, some were out of the 
room, most did not express their 
opinions. 

That was bow decisions affecting 
the destiny of the nation were made, 
be said, deploring the way the coali- 
tion government has squandered the 
credit given to it. 

Referring to Levy. Jacques Amir 
MK said that "a demagogue like this 
has never existed before.” This may 
be an excessive evaluation: 1 can 
think of precedents. But Levy and 
his comrade-in-revolt. Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, are 
certainly some couple to have 
around in a democracy. 


YET THERE ARE valid reasons 
for criticizing the methods used by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres: em- 
ploying of emergency measures to 
bypass a long Knesset debate was 
certainly not democratic. 

Alda us Huxley once wrote cyni- 
cally that the first thing a country 
does when it goes to war is suspend 
the democratic process so as to be 
able to get on with the job. The same 
principle seems to apply to a country 
faced with an economic threat of 
destruction due to the follies of a 
disastrous war, an imperialist settle- 
ment policy and the application of 
mid- Victorian economics for seven 


turned on the Government. 

On another programme, we heard 
an economist. Professor Eytan 
Sheshinsky saying that the Histadnit 
Central Committee had to take 
strong action, or the fight against the 
economic measures would be taken 
out of their hands by the works 
xjmmittees in the field. 

Sheshinsky endorsed Kessar's 
claim that the major part of the 
burden is being placed on the shoul- 
ders of the workers.

Salaries and subsidies are the 
easiest and simplest targets. And 
Kessar has never come up with any 
real plan to get at the black mar- 
keteers.

UP TO THIS POINT, the critics of 
the economic programme were hav- 
ing things all their own way on our 
state television service: so much so. 
that I was getting the distinct im- 
pression that Israel Television was 
solidly on the side of the opposition. 

But it was inevitable that ITV 
should appear to be accentuating the 
negative: it was only fulfilling its 
legitimate function of holding up a 
mirror to nature.

By contrast, on Monday night he 
was firm and decisive, no longer 
placatory. He talked as the leader of 
a people embattled, speaking not 
against others, but against economic 
evils far more sinister and dangerous 
than human enemies. 

His theme was a simple one - 
“There is no alternative” - and he 
sounded like a true father figure. 

Particularly skillful was the way he 
adapted Winston Churchill's famous 
phrase offering the British in 1940 
nothing but “blood, toil, tears and 
sweat” into an offer to Israel of 
“sweat, tears and hope.” 

Will he be able to bring the hope 
of economic recovery to fruition, in 
the light of the Hisiadrut's under- 
standable opposition and the knives 
stabbing at his back in the govern- 
ment? Even if he manages to find 
some formula to satisfy the Histad- 
rut. will the nation follow him on a 
grim and grey road ? 


IT IS EASIER to get a country to 
make sacrifices for war than for 
peace. Leading people to blood, 
death and glory on .the battlefield 
can make a nation risk lives and 
limbs, and those of husbands and 


sons. 

But most of us are reluctant to 
answer clarion calls to cut our stan- 
dard of living just to improve the 
balance of payments or the nation's 
foreign currency reserves. 

It mav be unfortunate, but the 


INVITED to go and curse the peo- 
ple of Israel and agreeing to do so. 
Balaam is instead forced by the will 
of God to bless them. The subse- 
quent orations uttered by him (Num- 
bers 23:7-9: 18-24; 24:3-9:15-25) are 
among the loftiest and most beauti- 
ful descriptions of the people of 
Israel. They are often quoted in Jew- 
ish liturgy; the opening verse ofthe 
daily liturgy is, in fact, one of the 
verses uttered by this non-Jew 
Balaam.

tion or condemnation, or a combina- 
tion of ail these? 


Still, the dilemma remained unre- 
solved: did Balaam actually identify 
with his words or did he only repeat 
what the Lord put into his mouth, 
while waiting for the next opportun- 
ity to cuise Israel? Are the Balaams 
who occasionally, under certain cir- 
cumstances. say some gbodvforfls 
about Israelto be trusted? 


There is a span of 3,000 years 
between Balaam's times and today, 
when Israel, yet again, finds itself 
“a people that dwells alone." That 
these very words served as the title of 
a book written by one of modern 
Israel's most brilliant diplomats, the 
late Yaakov Herzog, bears testi- 
mony to the variety of meanings 
inherent in this phenomenon!. 


Traditional Jewish interpretation 
gave Balaam cautious approval, 
while not ignoring the thinly veiled 
ambivalence in his words. 


Balaam first begins his mission by 
giving his overview of the destiny of 
Israel: “A people that dwells alone 
and shall not be reckoned among the 
nations." 


What did he really mean when 
giving this curt definition? Is it praise 
or criticism? Or does it express 
admiration, jealousy, commisera- 


BALAAM’S forecast, it has been 
noted, is undebatably an historical 
fact. The Western world usually di- 
vides people into two unlikely 
groups: gentilgs and Jews - one. an 
overwhelming multitude; the other, 
in comparison, infinitesimal in size. 

But consider the disproportionate 
place Israel occupies in world news. 
Look at the roaring aloneness in the 
so-called United Nations. 

At its worst the aloneness of the 
Jew has meant ghettoization, disen- 
franchisement, anti-Semitism, and' 
finally the Holocaust. At its best, it 


has signified the attempt to render 
an entire people holy; it signifies 
voluntary submission to God and 
Tora: the pursuit of knowledge as a 
sacred disripline; the development 
of hundreds of thousands of scholars 
and students, of fighters and martyrs 
for every just and moral cause. 

Here, points out G. Palut. history 
and theology have reinforced each 
other. What life showed to be a fact 
(“a people alone”) was believed to 
have been God’s plan from the be- . 
ginning (“a chosen people”), and" 
this in tum led Jews (as well as 
Christians who also believe this, but 
with different emphasis) to consider 
Jewish apartness as normal, accept- 
able and even desirable. 

The ambivalance in Balaam’s 
forecast about “a people that dwells 
alone” may be understood if we 
make ouiselves see the abysmal dif- 
ference between aloneness and 
loneliness. 


ALONENESS may mean being set 
apart for service. To stand out as an 
'example, to blaze new trails ahead. 
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trumpets of war appear more inspir- 
ing than the pipes of economic re- 
covery. 

One explanation of this attitude 
may be than once we go to war. we 
no longer have to make day-to-day 
choices: these are made for us by the 
army. But a family willing to support 
Peres' economic programme faces 
agonizing day-to-day choices over 
putting that patriotic fervour into 
practice. 

The housewife has to decide whar 
foodstufs to eliminate from the diet 
because they are too expensive, 
although she wants to preserve the 
family's jbealrh. Wbat dreams of 
education for the children should be 
abandoned? How do you reduce 
your consumption of water, electric- 
ity. gasoline? How do you live with- 
out recreation, culture and sport? 

Hard times are also very complex 
times. And the problems we encoun- 
ter will arise anew every day. as real 
earnings evaporate substantially and 
the choices become ever more be- 
wildering. 1 

Moses got our ancestors to leave 
Egypt, bur he had more trouble with 
them during the 40 yean in the 
wilderness, when they ran short of 
bread and water, than when they had 
to smite the indigenous peoples hip 
and thigh. 

Peres is going to have a hard time 
inspiring Israelis to go on sacrificing, 
without their being seduced by the 
demagogues, rather as a person in 
distress is lured by heroin. 

The strike on Tuesday night was a 
disaster, ft came at a time when the 
whole nation was starved for news 
and reassurance - and all we got was 
Jordan. 


RAM EVRON had another of those 
debates that. I feel, are not suitable 


to teach, to enlighten, to pioneer. 
That was perhaps what the prophet 
Isaiah had in mind when he en- 
visioned Israel as a “light unto the 
nations.” 

Is that what Balaam too had in 
mind? Or was he forseeing the 
loneliness of Israel among the na- 
tions? Their being scandalously 
abandoned at their time of distress? 
Their being set up to be burned and 
consumed on the fire of nations for 
daring to be a light unto the nations? 

Aloneness - the inner' strength to 
hold out as witness and activist and 
not to give up. not to assimilate.and 
disappear among the crowd - is the 
way Israel chose to be chosen. No 
claim whatsoever to become a “su- 
perior race,” no demand for pri- 
vileges- only extra commitment and 
additional obligations. 

Aloneness by its very nature im- 
plies a sense of responsibility for 
others. The Balaams of ail genera- 
tions have refused to admit this. 
They tried, and are still trying, to 
push Israel into a corner, to make 
Israel feel Jonely rather than alone. 

The historic quest of Israel, then 
and now, is to strike the right ba- 
lance between a nation's sense of 
aloneness in its adherence to its 
ideals and goals and its sense of 
togetherness, of sharing responsibi- 
lities with all other nations. 

That which applies to nations ap- 
plies as well to the individual in 
relationship to the community. 


pious: yours is mine and mine is 
• mine, is wicked” (/h’ntri Avor.5:13). 

The pious and the wicked types 
are dearly defined: the altruist is 
ready to give everything to others, 
and "the selfish person tries to grab 
everything for himself. We are puz- 
zled. however, with the first type. 
How could there be such a deep 
contrast in the evaluation of the one 
who says “mine is mine and yours is 
yours”’- between the “middle way” 
and the extreme “attitude of So- 
dom.” the perennial paradigm of 
evil? 

Some interpreters of the Mishna 
do not see a contradiction between 
the two views, but rather a supple- 
mentation. The slogan “mine is mine 
and yours is yours” can be a middle- 
of-the-road attitude or an evil So- 
dom attitude, depending oahow kis. 
used. ... 


IT IS EVIL when it entails a total 
aloneness. cutting oneself off from 
any involvement with the commun- 
ity and its problems. Every man for 
himself. "What is mine is mine,” as 
long as my interests are protected, 
who cares about your plight? 

Such an attitude represents evil at 
its worst, even if it is based on the 
law or on “emeq y ncy orders.” So was 
the horrible immoral behaviour of 
Sodom grounded in the laws of the 
wicked city (see TB Sanhedrin 
109b). 

“What is mine is mine” is O.K. 
But aloneness requires involvement 
with community, caring for the 
weaker elements in society. One 
cannot simply dismiss the unem- 
ployed. underpaid or overtaxed, 
saying to them “what is yours, is 
vours.” 


THE "DIGNITY of a person is in his 
aloneness, in his confirmation of his 
singular individuality. In Judaism 
hxfividual is never looked upon as a 
soulless cog forlorn in a mammoth 
machine, nor a faceless number lost 
in the crowd. Each person must 
consider himself or herself as if for 
him alone the world was created (TB 
Taanit37b). 

Aloneness may imply dignity, but 
it can also spell ruin and downfall. 
When one sees himself alone, failing 
to see other humans who are as 
dignified in their aloneness, he will 
inevitably lapse from aloneness to 
loneliness, probably one of the worst 
of human miseries. 


The Mishna (the’ first codes of 
Jewish law, ed. circa 200 CE) divides 
people into four categories: “He 
who says, mine is mine and yours is 
yours, represents the middle way. 
and some say it is the attitude of 
Sodom; he who says, mine is yours 
and yours is mine, is an ignoramous: 
mine is yours and yours is yours, is

lire volume was mercifully not 
cranked up to the maxhnnum, and the 
sound was crystal clear; Secondly, 
Coben obliged by playing every one 
of his best loved songs; and thirdly, 
everyone from Cohen to the security 
guards to the audience was relaxed 
and having fun. There was no 
pushing and shoving, no one busting 
in through the fence, and nobody 
playing Tarzan on the telegraph 
poles. 

At times Cohen justified his repu- 
tation as the most depressing figure 
in popular music, but on the whole 
he made a mockery of that descrip- 
tion, taking the mickey out of the 
crowd and, especially, himself, re- 
serving the bitter self-parody for the

Individuality, the preservation of 
privacy, is upheld in Jewish thought, 
but it must strike the right balance 
with togetherness and community.

PARKING IN TEL AVIV 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - The remark of the city 
spokesman (June 14) that “the Den- 
ver boot has finally enabled resi- 
dents of the centre of the city to walk 
on the pavements" is not relevant. It 
leaves die real problem open and 
puts car owners, who pay enormous 
amounts of taxes, in the position of 
second-class citizens. 

The municipal authorities are 
apparently not aware of the con- 
sequences of their actions. Many of . 
my friends have told me that they 
will give up their Tel Aviv flats and 
offices if the Denver boot catas- 
trophe is adopted as the solution to 
the parking problem. 

As an architect who has dealt with 


traffic problems for many years, 1 
know that a real solution is very 
expensive. So 1 would propose the 
following inexpensive emergency 
solution: paint a white line about 30 
or 40 cm. from the edge of the 
pavement and permit carsto park up 
to this line. This method would allow 
the use of the pavement without 
creating problems, would provide 
thousands of additional parking 
places and would allow the traffic to 
flow easily between two rows of 
parked cars. This method was tried 
out a few years ago ou Frug Street, 
with very good results. It is difficult 
to understand why it was not ex- 
tended to the whole town.

To the Editor ofThe Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - As members of the “Junge 
Union," the youth organization of 
the Christian DemocraticUmon, we 
were deeply affected by die foreign 
reaction to the Reagan visit to Bit- 
buig. 

Some journalists violated the 
ethics of journalism, and even re- 
moved flowers from the graves of 
ordinary soldiers to put them on the - 
graves of SS members; they then 
.photographed these decorated 
graves after having placed some 
German flags on them. 

This may have created the im- 
; pression that the Germans honour or 
rehabilitate the SS in spite of their 
deeds. Of course, this image of Ger- 
man feelings towards the SS is totally 
wrong. 

In order to correct this impression 
of Germany, we would like to 
express our opinion about the 
Reagan visit. 

We agree that Mr. Reagan should 
have planned a visit to a concentra- 
tion camp from the be ginning in 
order to commemorate the victims 
of the Nazi terror. But it is not true 
that the Germans in general and 
especially our chancellor , did not 
want the president to visit these sites 
of Third Reich cruelty, and that we 
wanted to eradicate toe memory of 
this part of our past. 

Our generation is very much 
aware of Germany’s past and wants 
to learn from history. But like 
Bergen-Belsen, Bitburg reflects the 
effects of the Hitler regime. The 
soldiers who are lying in Bitburg 
fought for a regime of injustice, they 
killed soldiers^ and some of them 
perhaps even murdered innocent 
civilians. But one has to remember 
that a lot of these soldiers were 
■between 18 and 20 when they en- 
tered the Wehrmacht or the Waffen 
SS. Some of them were forced to 
join, some did it voluntarily, since 
the youth of the Third Reich were 
manipulated by the propaganda of 
that inhuman and cruel ideology. 
Even if they were guilty, it was a 
private guilt, not a collective one. 

Only a few courageous people tike 
Sister Scholl resisted, so a lot of 
Germans are guilty of actively com- 
mitting crimes or pretending not to 
see the collapse of civilization and 
justice. 

The visit of President Reagan and 
Chancellor Kohl to Bitburg should 
not be seen as honouring the soldiers 
or SS members, but as a sign of 
reconciliation of former enemies.

Long-term 
ffects include paranoia, sec- 
tion and suicide.

'of its drug squad since 1981 . seems to 
be preventing overall drug addiction 
from iiring. 

Jean-Claude Karsentv. head of a

• her of French drug addicts remained 
steady last year at between 40.000 
and 70,000, although the number of 
cocaine users is increasing. 

One hopeful sign for the future is 
that the average age of drag addicts 
has risen to 24, meaning that school- 
children are resorting less to drugs 
than in the 1970s. 

In Italy, more and more heroin 
refined by the Mafia in Sicily for 
export to the U.S. . is finding its wav 
onto the streets. The number of 
drag-related deaths in Italy rose by 
more than 50 per cent to 389 last 
year. The amount of drugs seized 
was up by about 20 per cent. 

Twenty Italians were arrested in 
February charged with smuggling 
.cocaine from Colombia, but Italy, 
like Spain, has yet to feel much 
impact from the drag now sweeping 
America. 

Although cocaine prices have fal- 
len to as low as $40 a gram in Madrid, 
this is still too expensive for many 
middle-class drug-takers, most of 
whom smoke cannabis. 

Spain's anti-drug fight focuses on 
heroin, with an estimated 100.000 
addicts held responsible for an 
alarming rise in street crime over 
recent years. Drag use was decrimi- 
nalized in 1983, and pressure to raise 
penalties is aimed at traffickers.

BRITISH police chiefs have called 
for a new national “super drug 
squad” to combat heroin' and:

and the government is expected to 
enact new harsh legislation in the 
autumn, including life imprisonment 
for major drag traffickers. 


Elsewhere, the picture is mixed. 
Governments have reacted with 
varying degrees of efficiency and 
commitment to drug abuse, and to 
the increasing use of cocaine, once 
known as the “caviar” or “cham- 
pagne" of drags. 

In - West Germany, stiff penalties 
introduced in 1980 for drag-dealing 
and a programme involving agents to 
contol drug production and the role 
of transit countries seem to have 
reduced the heroin problem.

RESTRICTIVE measures came 
slowly to liberal Amsterdam - long 
known as the European drag capital 
- where officials report a rise in the 
incidence of long-term effects of 
cocaine, although no figure* on use 
of the drug are yet available. 

Latest estimates put the number 
of Amsterdam heroin addicts at 

8.000, but officials believe the num- 
ber of hard-drag addicts in the 
Netherlands is falling, because of 
tougher policies and preventive me- 
asures like information campaigns in 
schools. 

As in France, the average age of 
drag addicts is rising, indicating that 
fewer young people are starting to 
Use heroin. 

Tbe authorities have strengthened 
customs and police forces, and 
cooperate internationally to combat 
drag smuggling. Dutch police seized 
270 kg of cocaine >last year, a sharp 
rise on the 59-kg haul of 1983. 

In Sweden, a 1979 survey esti- 
mated the number of heavy drug 
addicts at between 10,000 and 

14.000. Drag experts say the number 
has been constant since then, and 
may have even fallen. 

Police say cocaine seems in-’ 
creasingly popular, however, and 
though Sweden has not boosted its 
: drag squads, a senior police officer 
said cocaine was receiving “the high- 
est priority.” 

Back in Britain, Gardner wel- 
comes signs that the authorities have 
managed to hold the line on drug 
abuse in some countries. 

“But tins is before one takes In 
. the picture of what’s being experi- 
enced, (with cocaine) in America,” 
he said. “I don't see any complacen- 
cy in Britain or Europe, but I do 
think there is a very serious danger 
we may be underestimating what can 
happen.”

lated -themes. 


The museum exhibit was the idea 
of the institution's director, Judith 
Belinfante, who herself was bora in 
1942, and it was put together by 
Renee Waale, a non-Jew. Most of 
those exhibiting were bom after the 
occupation of Holland ended. 

While the Holocaust, no doubt, 
was a -shadow over many of their 
lives, peribaps the recent observation 
of the Dutch Jewish weekly NIW is 
pertinent. In, an editorial it noted 
that while there is no denying that

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certain members of the Second Gen- 
eration were traumatized, and that 
their number may be larger than is 
generally known, it is wrong to rep- 
resent all Jews born in Holland be- 
tween, say, 1935 and 1955, or even 
later, as direct or indirect Holocaust 
victims. Yet that is precisely the 
impression being created. 

This impression will no doubt be 
strengthened by the museum's show- 
ing of the American film Breaking 
Bit Silence: the Generation after the 
Holocaust, a documentary made in 
collaboration with Harvard Medical 
School. In addition, the Jewish His- 
torical Museum has presented 
excerpts from the literary works of 


Iscba Miejer and sponsored, with 


the Baal Theatre, a new programme 
of his one-man theatrical perform- 
ances. 

Some people find the perform- 
ance exhibitionist and believe he is 
exploiting tbe fact that he is a Holo- 
caust child. 


WHAT IS STRIKING is that while 
attention is being focused on Hol- 
land’s Second Generation, Israel is 
being ignored, even though it has a 
larger Second Generation popula-

ly negative. 

The latest example is the premiere 
recently of a film by Rudolf van den 
Berg, Stranger at Home.

SOUTH AFRICAN Jews are used 
to the question: bow do people who 
suffered centuries of discrimination 
fit Into an apartheid society? 

Tbe answer: they tread lightly. 

“Our community sits here on a 
very narrow tightrope,” says Marcus 
Arkin, director of the South African 
Zionist Federation. 

Only this month did tbe Jewish 
Board of Deputies declare that it 
“rejects apartheid." Tbe deputies 
had previously complained in gener- 
al terms about racial discrimination 
in South Africa but, says Board 
Director Alec Goldberg, “we never 
used the word ‘apartheid' because it 
was political and we did not want to 
get into politics." 

To be a Jew in South Africa means 


rale. Israeli diplomats who monitor 
attacks on Jews said privately they 
suspected anti-Semitic whites. 


enjoying privileges reserved for 
whites by the ruling h 


ruling National Party. 
The party includes Dutch-descended 
Afrikaners who, before they came to 
power in 1948, tried to keep South' 
Africa from joining the Allies 
against Hitler in World War II. 

It means recalling that Jews were 
banned from party membership until 
1951. and that laws in the 1930s were 
aimed at banning Jewish immigra- 
tion. One statute held that Yiddish 
was not a European language, and 
South Africa welcomed European 
immigrants only. 

Arkin said South Africa’s 120,000 
Jews are threatened on both sides. 
Tbe 25 million blacks, Asians and 
coloureds (people of mixed race) 
begrudge Jews their whiteness, 
while ultra-right whites “can be pret- 
ty much the same as tbe Ku KIux 
fGan." 

Two years ago, an empty Johan- 
nesburg synagogue was bombed. 
Police blamed the African National 
Congress, which uses^abotage in its 
campaign to end white-minority 


JEWS REPRESENT three per cent 
of the white voters and have almost 
no influence in national affairs. 
Their roles in education and the 
media are limited. 

In business, only a few have made 
it to the top, including Tony Bloom, 
chairman of Premier Group, a major 
food and retail company. Harry 
Oppenheimer, former chairman of 
Anglo American Corporation, one 
of the world's biggest mining houses, 
came from a Jewish family that con- 
verted to the Anglican frith. 

“We’re a small minority within the 
minority of whites,” Goldberg said. 

Individual Jews stand out among 
whites against apartheid - opposi- 
tion legislators Helen Suzman and 
Harry Schwarz, labour organizer 
-Taffy Adler; 'CTvii -rights tawyerSid- - 
ney Kentridge and novelist Nadine 
Gordimer. Dennis Goldberg, con- 
victed of planning sabotage for tbe 
ANC, was freed this year from a 
South African prison and went into 
exile. 

On the conservative side, a sha- 
dowy student group with close ties to 
the government is led by a Jewish 
law student. Most Jews don’t get 
involved. 

“To be a refugee from discrimina- 
tion creates an inherent objection to 
all discrimination." Schwarz wrote 
in a new thesis on South African 
Jewry. But he added, “Today, there 
are generally no Jewish organiza- 
tions which have local, party politic- 
al (objectives), as opposed to Jewish 
or Zionist or purely soda! objec- 
tives.’’ 


don't speak out. They don't try to be 
noticed. Like the rest of the whites, 
they have a remarkable standard of 
living.” 

“Jews always are expected, and 
expect themselves, to act in a moral 
code above everyone else. Well, it’s 
not always so easy,” Arkin said. 
“Apartheid is not justifiable on a 
moral basis, but then you are not 
dealing with a moral problem.

“YOU HAVE to see the Jewish 
community in the context of the 
South African reality," said Stephen 
Cohen, Deputy Director of tbe 
Board of Deputies and holder of a 
doctorate in South African Jewish 
history. “Most Jews are grandchil- 
dren of immigrants. Their principal 
priority was to find a place for them- 
selves...” * 

“The Jewish community doesn’t 
bold a collective view of South Afri- 
ca but it is re-examining the society 
all tbe time.” 

European Jews held shares in the 
Dutch East India Company, which 
began a settlement at the Cape of 
Good Hope in 1652, but Jews were 
not allowed to worship in the Cape 
Colony until 1803. Gold discoveries 
in 1886 brought waves of Europeans. 
By 1890, Jews numbered 10 per cent 
of Johannesburg's 10,000 whites. 
Over the decades, most Jewish im- 
migrants came from Eastern 
Europe, many from three regions in 
Lithuania - Vflna, Kovna and Grod- 
no. 

Jews endured social prejudice but 
enjoyed dose business and political 
relations with tbe English-speaking 
whites who dominated South Africa 
when it was a British colony in the 
19th century.

Expression of gratitude 


TWO YEARS ago in Jerusalem the 
Gratitude to the Italian Population 
Committee was set up to trace the 
names of Yugoslav Jews who owed 
their lives to wartime help received 
from the Italian population. 


“Tbe word population is better 
than “people” to express tbe experi- 
ence we had of Italian humanitarian- 
ism on every social level” says Ber- 
nado Grosser Jewish community 
leader in charge of all refugees in 
Italy during the war. 


Grosser and Iso Doron, founders 
of the committee, headed an Israeli 
delegation of survivors who recently 
gave Italian President Sandro Pertini 
a book containing the names of 1 .000 
Yugoslav Jews, men and women, 
saved by Italians. (Their visit came 
before 88*year-old Pertini resigned 
on June 29.) “ ' 


Tbe Italian consul to Jerusalem, 
Marino Fieri, accompanied the 
Israeli group to Italy. The ceremony 
at the Quirinale was attended by 
about 60 people, including Israel's 
ambassador to Rome, Eytan Ronn. 
Jewish communal leaders from all 
over Italy, three Italian holders of 
medals from Yad Vasbem and 
mayors from several small -towns 
whose citizens risked their lives to 
save the some 5,000 Jews that the 
Italians' brought to Italy when 
Yugoslavia was overrun by the 
Nazis. 


ized by the book, would “reach the 
new generations, so that they may 
receive from their parents and their 
grandparents that inheritance of 
humanity, of generosity, of justice 
which is the most beautiful patri- 
mony of the Italian people." 

The 1,000 signatures are surely he 
added “only a small part,” of those 
who would have wanted to sign. 

The committee plans to continue 
with a larger project: tracing the 
names of all the refugees who owe 
their lives to the Italian people, at 
least 30,000 Grosser estimates. A 
New York office has been set up for 
this purpose. 

President Pertini, in his reply, 
spoke of his lifelong solidarity with 
and respect for the Jewish people 
and with their quest for a land and a 
state of their own. 

“Tbe Italian people have never 
been racists” said the president. 
“Mussolini led the country to rain by 
his alliance with and emulation of 
Hitler,” he said. Pertini recalled that 
his Socialist Party had had many 


Jewish leaders. 'who were also his 
friends. 

As always on these occasions, Per- 
tini spoke of his brother who was 
deported to the Flossenburg concen- 
tration camp and shared the destiny 
of the six million Jews. “His name is 
inscribed on a stone in front of the 
cremation oven, there,” he said vis- 
ibly moved, recalling his recent pil- 
grimage to tbe camp site. 

Committee co-director Iso Doron 
later recalled his own experiences as 
one of the 5,000 Yugoslav Jews 
brought to Italy as a “war intern” 
and thereby saved. 


He came on an Italian ship, along 
with 300 other refugees, landing 
near Fiume in 1941, where 100 Ita- 
lian carabinieri and a train were 
awaiting the Yugoslav Jews. 

The women and children were 
escorted first to the .train and the 
curtains drawn so that they would 
not have to see their male relatives 
handcuffed and put into another 
wagon. (Jewish Telegraphic Agency) " 


In Italy, they were hidden in emp- 
ty villas and with. private families, 
and subsequently supplied with false 
emigration papers. 


GROSSER, in handing over the 
book to the Italian president, said: 
“We would like to thank personally 
every single Italian who gave us 
help, opened his house and his heart, 
at a time when such a large part of 
the world locked its doors.” He said 
that he hoped the message, symbol- 
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ONE MIGHT BE forgiven for 
thinking that Tefl is a new compu- 
ter language or a non-stick coating 
for frying pans. Actually, it stands 
for Teaching English as a Foreign 
Language. And it's a challenge, 
which dearly adds a great deal of 
zest to Ephraim Wefatroub’s life. 

Up to 10 years ago, says the soft- 
spoken former South African, who is 
national secretary of the English 
Teachers Association of Israel 
(ETAI), the goal was “English for 
cultural enrichment.* 7 This resulted 
in “a whole generation of Israelis 
who excel in reading and writing^ 
complicated things, but can't ask for 
a knif e and fork." 

What Tefl is about today, says 
Weintroub, is “English for com- 
munication." 

He is eager to communicate bis 
enthusiasm about the first English 
teachers international conference in 
Israel, to be held later this month on 
the Mt. Scopus campus of the Heb- 
rew University, as part of its 60th 
anniversary celebrations. 

“After a summer school two years 
ago,” says Weintroub, “I was on a 
high. I thought we should show peo- 
ple what is being done here.” That 
feeling eventually led to the creation 
of the Jerusalem Conference on 
TEFL-TESOL (teaching English as 
a second or other language), which 
will have “Looking Ahead” as its 
theme. 

Many Israelis have made their 
mark on the international Tefl- 
scene, explains Weintroub, citing 
Tel Aviv University’s Dr. Elite OI- 
stein (“very well accepted in the 
U.S.") and Penny Ur, originally 
from England, as examples. 

Ur, who lives on Kibbutz Maha- 
naim, has made “a tremendous im- 
pact,” with several of her books, 
published by the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press, becoming classics. 
'That’s a fantastic compliment to 
someone who is off the beaten 
track.” 


Teaching 

revolution

There was an ideological side to 
holding the conference here, says 
Weintroub. the importance of get- 
ting the outside world to meet Israel 
and Israelis. Smiling, he admits to 
another motive: “The Tai Brodie 
syndrome. We wanted to be on the 
map." 

THAT THE CONFERENCE ever 
got off the ground is thanks to a 
“fanatical group” of Etai volun- 
teers, says Weintroub. 

The English teachers association 
is something of a phenomenon, with 
everything done entirely on a volun- 
tary basis, by the members them- 
selves. “Most of our money goes into 
mailing, coffee and stamps,” says 
the 44-year-old national secretary 
and founding member. 

The 1,000-strong, classroom- 
oriented, grassroots organization 
has been going for six years, and 
encompasses about a third of the 
country's English teachers. 

Malang the conference a reality 
"took a lot of lobbying, a lot of 
talking,” says Weintroub. “Europe 
didn't take us seriously. They knew 
of individual teachers here, but they 
didn't know what Israel was doing as 
an organized body. People used 
their keren hishtalmui (advanced 
training funds) to go to London and 
lobby.” 

Israel was then in the midst of the 
Lebanon War, and some foreign 



organizations and Tefl personali- 
ties refused to give their support ‘ 
But Weintroub glows with plea- 
sure as he mentions that 17 foreign 
publishers will be participating in the 
conference’s book exhibition. This 
kind of representation has helped 
build the event’s status, he says. 

He pays tribute to local publisher 
Eric Cohen for his efforts in getting 
publishers from abroad to oome, 
exhibit and bring their “stars,” peo- 
ple like Don Byrne, “who is to 
foreign language teaching what 
Robert Ludhim is to the mystery 
thriller. ” 

Helping Cohen was teacher train- 
er Jean Vermel, “who will have a lot 
to do with the way English language 
teaching goes in the next 10 years.” 
All that lobbying clearly paid off. 
Weintroub: “I don’t think there’s a 
foreign language publication - and 
there are hundreds - which hasn't 
published our conference.” 

One participant in the event, 
which will span July 14-18, is coming 
from New Guinea, and there will be 
several from communist countries. 
“We ourselves are funding two Poles 
and a Hungarian,” Weintroub adds. 
Close to 600 Israelis and SO for- 
eigners have already registered, “mid 
more are threatening to come.” 
“People are going to be constantly 
frustrated,” he grins, “with a choice 
of 169 activities in four days. We

spent three months just drawing up 
the programme.” 

He is very proud that for the first 
time, there will be a presentation by 
an Arab. Salah Muhammed Maha- 
jna, wbo teaches at the Beit Berl 
seminary near Kfar Sava. 

AT LEAST HALF of Israel’s En- 
glish teachers are native speakers, 
Weintroub points out. malting stan- 
dards “among the highest in the 
non-English-speaking world, not far 
behind Holland and the Scandina- 
vian countries.” 

He is full of praise for the 
“forward-looking” inspectorate 
directed by Raphael Gefen. “a for- 
midable man who’s done formidable 
work.” Gefen ’s drive over the past 
IS years has led to a revamping of 


foreign language teaching in Israel, 
“bringing it into the late 20th cen- 
tury." 

One sign of this development is 
computer-assisted language learning 
(Call), still very much in its infan- 
cy.'“Butitsays alotthatthere'are six 
projects going in such a small coun- 
try.” 

In Tefl, as elsewhere, budget 
cuts are worrying. Affecting mainly 
elementary schools and classes up to 
mid-high school, they have left for- 
eign lang ua ge teaching very vulner- 
able. A lot of the weaker pupils are 
gpmg to be overwhelmed, says Wefa- 
trouB. 

Then there is the situation where, 
say. an immigrant from Iran and 
pupils from Georgian or Bukharan 


families study along with middle- 
class Israeli kids. 

Against this heterogeneous socio- 
cultural background, the English 
teacher, under pressure to “deliver 
the goods,” gets into trouble jug- 
gling with the widely divergent needs 
of the classroom population. A 
-three-tiered matriculation in English 
has somewhat alleviated this prob- 
lem. 

How is teacher quality main- 
tained? 

The drop in aliya may mean prob- 
lems of fluency and accuracy among 
candidates, Weintroub concedes. 
But the basic criteria for acceptance 
into the teacher training department 
of the Hebrew.Universrty’s School of 
Education, where Weintroub him- 


self teaches, are a bachelor’s degree , 
in English and proficiency fa the 1 
language; And it isn’t that easy Co get 

in- . 

One problem is attracting men 
teaching; Weintroub reveals that, fa 
15 years, he has taught only six male 
students. - 

How seriously do Israeli kids take 
English? 

“Twenty years ago,” says Wein- 
troub, “there were two lessons you 
could mess about in: music and En- 
glish. But since the advent of TV and 
the tremend jus impact of pop. there 
is a drive among Israeli youth to be 
part of the Western world.” 

Every 14 or 15-year-oW knows 
how important English is, and even 
low achievers are adamant in their 
refusal to give it up. The Education 

Ministry is now talking of evolving a . 

special programme farthest weaker 
students. 

FROM THE SCORN in which it was 
held two decades ago. English has 
become “over-prestigious.” says 
Weintroub. noting the existence and 
encouragement by ambitious pa? 
rents of “a whole industry of stuffing 
young children with English so they 
will be the top of the class from the 
beginning." This approach takes all 
the joy out of studying. 

Children should be able to “act. 
express themselves, dream and 
laugh - activities which find their 
way too rarely into the classroom!, 
which is riveted to the needs of 
matriculation.” Weintroub hails the 
movement to “humanize” foreign 
language teaching. 

It isn’t special people that are. 
required, he emphasizes, but special* 
training. 

“Foreign Language teaching is in 
the process of a tremendous revolu- 
tion,” he says with intensity. As an 
afterthought, he adds mischievous- 
ly: “The teacher trainer of 1955 
would have a fit. He would probably 
have me thrown out of university.” _

We feared a “show,” but -surpri- 
singly - were treated to magnificent 
music instead. 

Mehta is the musical director of 
both orchestras and he conducted 
both of them at this concert, so it was 
hard to distinguish differences fa 
quality and style. Both orchestras 
rose gallantly to the occasion, 
reaching for the highest level attain- 
able. 

The “Oberon" overture, played 
by the Israel Philharmonic, emerged 
stimulating and extremely beautiful 
in sound . The same can be said about 
Dvorak's “Carnival" overture, play- 
ed by the New York Philharmonic, 
while the two accompaniments of 
the solo concertos again proved to be 
performances of the highest quality. 

Regarding Perlman's perform- 
ance, all we can say is that only 
Perlman could play the works as he 
did. True, we would have preferred 
something less hackneyed than Men- 
delssohn and Bruch, but dearly the 
organizers wished to make this con- 
cert as popular as possible. 

The conceit ended with Berlioz’ 
Symphonie Fantastique, played by 
both orchestras, an incredible 
spectacle, indeed. We were con- 
fronted with something truly grand - 
both in the number of musicians on 
stage arid the sound, which was 
huge. It was a remarkable perform- 
ance, for the eye as well as the ear.

FOR WHAT DOV SELTZER did 
in Stempeniu, he has all my admira- 
tion. The Yiddish text, adapted by 
the composer from Sholem 
Aleichem’s novel of the same name 
(edited by Avraham Karpfaovich), 
is quite beautiful; and the music is 
not only impressive but very 
touching. 

Using what might generally be 
defined as Klezpier style. Seltzer was 
able., to avoid the pitfalls of cheap 
sentimentality and convention. He 
does not quote, but moves within the 
framework of the genre, producing a 
very special kind of individuality. 
The music vividly reproduces the 
mood and atmosphere of the 
vanished world of Jewish Eastern 
European life: the wedding, the 
Klezmerim, the Badchen, Shabbes, 
the Freylachs and, of course, accord- 
ing to the story, Stempeniu the fid- 
dler who, God preserve us, falls fa 
love with the married Rocbele. 

Seltzer does not merely transcribe 
Kleziner tunes for a symphony 
orchestra, he provides real sympho- 
nic music, splendidly orchestrated. 

Consisting of eight separate move- 
ments, the work nevertheless creates 
a dosed, convincing and impressive 
form. Here, musical form is not 
subjugated to programmatic consid- 
erations. 

The violin solo part, movingly 
played by Markovetzky, is of par- 
ticular beauty, refined in feeling and 
in illustrative qualities. 

Deserving of mention, too, is the 
text, narrated with extraordinary 
beauty of intonation and touching 
dramatic artistry by Sbmuel Segal. 
The text is part of the score and often 
strikes one as a second solo part, so 
well is it integrated in rhythm, dyna- 
mics and articulation into the music. 

Shalom Ronly Rfldis deserves un- 
qualified praise for this perform- 
ance. He not only most reliably 
coordinated violin, narrative and 
orchestra, but was an inspiration to 
the musicians.

country in the 1860s, especially in 
Tiberias and Jerusalem. 

Twain was, after all, an American 
tourist, so it's not surprising that he 
did not give Jerusalem many points 
for cleanliness. He has also few com- 
pliments for its residents, including 
the Jewish ones. 

Was Mark Twain an anti-Semite? 
That question stayed with me, 
maybe because we are distant rela- 
tives by marriage. 

It was a nice surprise, in reading 
Vendyl Jones’ Will die Retd Jesus 
Please Stand?* to learn that in 1899 
Twain wrote an admiring article on 
the Jews, calling them a marvellous 
race. 

He noted then that “If statistics 
are right, the Jews constitute but 1 
per cent of the human race” and 
ought hardly to be heard of.” 

He goes on to comment on their 
disproportionate commercial im- 
portance and says of the Jew: “He 
has made a marvellous fight in this 
world, fa all ages; and has done it 
with his bands tied behind him. He 
could be vain of himself, and 'be 
excused for it. All things are mortal 
but the Jew; all other forces pass, but 
he remains. What is the secret of his 
immortality?” 

Well, perhaps I should let this 
fellow properly into the family. Our 
relationship admittedly is a bit 
tenuous. My first cousins once re-, 
moved, Irving and Bill Gabrflowitz 
from Providence, Rhode Island, had 
a cousin once removed named Ossip 
Gabrilowitsch, who was a famous 


The impending znamage was kept 
from the newspapers until the eve of 
the wedding, when Mark Twain gave 
an Associated Press reporter an in- 
terview in which he supplied both 
the reporter’s questions and his own 
answers. Asking himself: “Are you 
pleased with the marriage?” he 
answered: 

“Yes. fully as much as any mar- 
riage could please me or any other 
father. There are two or three 
solemn things in life and a happy 
marriage is one of them, for the 
terrors of life are all to come. I 
am glad of this marriage, and Mrs. 
Clemens would be glad, for she 
always bad a warm affection for 
Gabrilowitsch." 

THE MAN who won a Pulitzer Prize 
in 1967 for his biogrcphy of Twain, 
Mr. Clemens and Mark Twain , vi- 
sited Israel for the first time this 
spring for events related to his 
famous subject. Justin Kaplan has 
also written a biography of Walt 
Whitman and is working on a book 
on Charlie Chaplin : 

I was hoping that Kaplan would 
reveal that Mark Twain became a 
lover of Zion during his last years, 
but according to the writer. Twain 
was “parve" - neither pro nor anti in 
his feelings towards the Jews and the 
Jewish cause. 

Twain’s admiring article on the 
Jews, Kaplan says, was an offshoot 
of his interest in the Dreyfus Affair. 
Like other intellectuals, including 
Herzl and Zola, he fully supported 
Dreyfus. 


Jic . trie d to de- 
scribe through his eyes for the Amer- 
ican readers those strange Middle- 
Eastern creatures living in poverty 
and filth.

bled by slavery. He tackled the sub- 
ject in Huckleberry Finn , which tells 
movingly of Huck's encounter with' 
the runaway slave, Jim. 

The book has become an enduring 
classic, but, Kaplan says, it is being 1 
attacked these days as racist because 
the word “nigger” appears 200 to. 
300 times in the book. People are 
demanding that it be taken off public 
library shelves. 

Huck had a good friend in Jim* 
who gave him a differed perspective 
on 'white folks' ways. Twain used 
humour to deliver a message of 
tolerance. 

No doubt he would have appreci- 
ated the reaction of Ossip Gabrilo- 
witsch’s family to his proposed mar- 
v riage. 

One cousin reported that Uncle 
- Ahraham commented-. in Yiddish:-. 
“Ossip hut gehairet a Shikse. Ubber] 
zee Sfoon hoy chert fenster. ”

means, “Ossip married a gentile, but *

VW profits vastly improved 


BERLIN (Reuter). - Volkswagen, 
West Germany's biggest car group, 
said yesterday that profits so far this 
year had overtaken those for the 
whole of 1984, as sales showed a 
sharp rise on the back of strong 
foreign demand. 

Managing board chairman Carl 
Hahn told the annual shareholders' 
meeting that VW worldwide made 
after-tax profits of around 280 mil- 
lion marks ($92m.) in the first half of 
198$, compared with 228m. marks 
($75m.) in all of last year. 

- The result makes it more likely 
that VW will substantially raise its 
dividend this year from five marks 
($1.7) in 1984. The news boosted 


VW shares by nine marks (S3) to 345 
marks ($114) on the Frankfurt stock 
exchange. 

The strong first-half profit com- 
pared with a net loss of 162m. marks 
($53m.) in the first half of 1984 that 
VW blamed - entirely on outside 
labour disputes, which shut down 
production for a month in early 
summer. 

Hahn said worldwide turnover 
rose 20% from last year's first half, 
to almost 27 billion marks ($8.9b.). 
with higher unit sales in all foreign 
markets except South Africa and 
Brazil. Sales in a weak home market 
fell 3% , but this was less than several 
competitors suffered.

Kunche, who was in Washington 
for talks with Secretary of State 
George Shultz, National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane and 
other senior U.S. officials, sought to 
implicate Syria in the continued cap- 
- tivity of the seven Americans.

TEL AVIV. - Yesterday repre- 
sented the inevitable anti-climax af- 
ter the dramatic, and in many cases 
unprecedented events of Wednes- 
day. Bonds were mixed, with prices 
moving in the more normal para- 
meters of 2-3% in either direction, 
while “free" share prices continued 
to rise, but far more moderately than 
on the previous day. 

The trading week was short, since 
it did not begin until Wednesday, but 
the two sessions contained more 
than enough action for any two regu- 
lar weeks. At the end of it. the new 
trends that have established them- 
selves may be summarized as fol- 
lows: Dollar-linked securities are 
completely out of favour, and are 
likely to remain so for as long as the 
investing public believes that the 
•iittle-or-no-devaluation” policy 
will be maintained. * 

Index-linked bonds have com-, 
pleted the great bulk of their adjust- 
ment to the large indexes expected 
over the coming months, and if the 
price freeze holds they may well fall 
into a stagnant pattern. “Free” 
shares are still rising, although on 
very low volume, and - in the abs- 
ence of any alternative method for 
making quick and easy profits - this, 
too. may well continue, with the 
public being gradually drawn in and 
thus widening the circle of "play- 
ers”. 

Most significantly, the major 
change of the week - but the least 
commented upon - has been the 
emergence of the Treasury bill mar- 
ket as a major force in the stock 
exchange..

After reaching total dormancy 
during June, this sector has risen 
phoenix-like to serve as an alterna- , 
tive to the banks for short-term 
shekel funds. With inflation and de- 
valuation running at a rate of zero - 
in fact the dollar is falling, under 
pressure of the flood of selling in 
paiam accounts -the interest rates of 
around 15% monthly that are avail- 
able in Treasury bills represent the 
highest risk-free yield in the eco- 
nomy. 

The fact that these rates hardly 
came down yesterday, despite the 
very large demand that appeared for 
these bills, shows that the Bank of 
Israel is not willing to let interest 
rates fall too sharply yet. 

However, since the commercial 
banks are now offering less interest 
for the same time span, it is inevit- 
able that the weight of money flood- 
ing into the shekel markets will pre- 
fer to go to Treasury bills and will 
force their prices up and yields 
down . until equilibrium is reached. 

The other notable' feature of 
yesterday’s trading was the fall in 
price in most of 'the “arrangement” 
shares, which took the yields of these 
dollar-linked quasi-bonds to levels 
of 16-17%. the highest for some 
time.

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Reason must prevail 

THE FEROCIOUS shouting match between Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar and Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i on television’s Moked programme on Wednesday 
revealed so huge a gap between the positions of the labour 
federation and the Treasury on the subject of the economic 
austerity programme, that a meeting of minds any time soon 
would seem to be out of the question. 

Yet an understanding must be reached, and without delay. 
The government cann ot completely waive the normal requisites of 
democracy and rule by emergency decrees, while theHistadrut 
cannot close its eyes to the fact that we are amid an economic 
emergency without parallel for severity in the country's annals 
and that it calls for extraordinary and unorthodox measures. 

Those people, notably on the left, and doubtless including 
Mr. Kessar, who kept warning for years, until their voices grew 
hoarse, that there are no free lunches, and that the Likud 
administrations which ignored that elementary principle would 
lead the economy to the brink, were absolutely right. Israel's 
economy is now authoritatively stated to be on the brink, and 
even the immediate despatch of another $750m. in emergency 
U.S. aid, now virtually assured, will not by itself prevent a fall 
into the abyss. 

Their prognosis having been so dramatically vindicated, the 
former critics should be the first to call now for a supreme 
national effort for economic salvation, even if this entails the 
scrapping of some existing - and supposedly hallowed - labour 
agreements. 

But it is absurd for the government to belittle, as the finance 
minister does, the magnitude, and enormity, of the wholly 
disproportionate sacrifice which the salaried workers are being 
urged - indeed commanded - to make. It is false naivete, ill 
befitting Mr. Moda'i, to challenge Mr. Kessar's right to express 
the agony of his constituents in the face of the looming 
austerity, merely on the ground that worker representatives - 
meaning principally the secretary-general's Labour party col- 
leagues - have given their assent to the programme. 

It is Mr. Kessar who, ill-humouredly though he may act, is 
now chief tribune of the workers, and it is he who now stands 
between order and anarchy. Were he meekly to bow to Mr. 
Moda'i's edicts, the Histadrut’s duly-elected leadership would 
have been swept away in a torrent of popular indignation, and 
the “street" would have taken over. The economy would then 
truly have collapsed in a rage of civil disobedience. 

The secretary-general has good grounds for complaining that 
the wage erosion dictated to the workers is intolerable, and that 
other groups - the self-employed, and the corporations - have 
been-fleft comparatively untouched by the planned austerity 
measures. Yet there are ways out of the dilemma, one of which 
has been suggested by one of the draftsmen of the programme: 
grant compensation to the workers in the form of lower taxes 
for the erosion of their wages. 

The parties concerned - the government, the Histadrut and 
the industrialists - must now get together and, in the national 
interest, modify the plan so as to keep it sufficiently intact to 
serve its purpose, yet render it fit to be implemented. There is 
no other alternative. Reason must prevail. 

The battle against terror 

NOW THAT THE TWA hostages are back home it is only 
proper © recall that one of them, a U.S. navy diver, returned In 
a coffin, having been brutally murdered by his Shi’ite captors. 
And that seven other Americans are still held captive by radical 
Shi’ite groups in Lebanon. And that the threat of terrorism, 
whether in the air or on the ground, persists and may even 
escalate. What should be done to counter it? 

Obviously terrorists, who do not acknowledge the rules of 
war, must be given no quarter, and must be stamped out by all 
available means, regular or irregular. Swift retribution for 
terrorist acts is imperative, even though this is easier to promise 
than to carry out. When hostages are taken by terrorists, the 
first option for iheir release should be the military one. Only if 
this is absolutely unfeasible ought negotiations to be considered 
- although it is foolhardy for government leaders to concede 
this in public, as Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin did in a Tel 
Aviv University seminar on terrorism this week. 

Mr. Rabin may have meant to offer a theoretical underpin- 
ning for the notorious prisoner swap two months a "0 with 
Ahmed Jibril. But that exchange would better serve; as the 
model of a concession that a state must not make even in bailing 
out its own soldiers seized by terrorists. 

In trying to secure freedom for the seven Americans still 
imprisoned in Lebanon, the Reagan administration may have 
no choice but to appeal directly for mediation by the Amal 
militia, as one of its leaders has now suggested. Washington's 
original mistake lay in not dedaring Lebanon out of bounds to 
its citizens as soon as it became clear that the Land of the 
Cedars is ruled not by a government but by armed gangs. 

That would be the best policy to adopt now, pending 
Lebanon's return to the fold of civilized states. Placing Beirut 
airport off limits to international flights is not enough. 

Sooner or later, action will have to be taken against states 
which, whether covertly or overtly, aid and abet terrorism. Local 
terrorism in Lebanon would not have become the threat it.is 
without the assistance, indeed inspiration, of such near and far 
neighbours as Syria and Iran. It would be worse than ludicrous 
if this fact were allowed to be forgotten out of gratitude to the 
Syrian dictator for his last-minute assistance in getting the 
American hostages out. 

But the major underwriter of world terrorism is without a 
doubt the Soviet Union, which views it as a legitimate means of 
war by proxy. It is the Soviet protective umbrella that has 
converted even such midgets as Libya and South Yemen into 
major terror promoters. Any U.S.-Soviet deal on arms should 
embrace the issue of Soviet-backed terrorism. 

Finally, terrorism feeds on exposure by the media. This does 
not mean that it can be suppressed merely by ignoring it. but it 
does mean that the media should not permit themselves to be 
manipulated by the terrorists for their own propaganda ends. 
The obscene rivalry between the U.S. television networks for 
terrorist favours in Beirut must never be repeated. 
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Earning 
the public’s 
confidence

THE GOVERNMENT has de- 
cided, for good reasons, to imple- 
ment the draconic measures of its 
latest economic policy by means of 
admittedly dictatorial emergency 
regulations, rather than trilateral 
negotiations buttressed by Knesset 
legislation. 

Hie Israeli penchant for jawbon- 
ing and posturing that leads to com- 
promises, which in themselves often 
diverge widely from the original 
policy goals and are then circum- 
vented by the parties involved, has 
been proven time and again to make 
the implementation of any coherent 
policy impossible. 

The resort to the present dictato- 
rial methods, however, makes the 
degree of the public's confidence in 
the government all the more crucial. 
For the measures can be applied by 
emergency regulations for a period 
of three months. The success or 
failure of the policy, which even its 
progenitors admit is risky, will de- 
pend largely on the degree of coop- 
eration of major parts of the public 
and of the various economic interest 
groups into which it is organized. 

As an economic layman I am un- 
able to form an opinion on whether 
the finely balanced package of policy 
proposals will actually bring infla- 
tion down in three months from an 
expected 25-30 per cent in July to the 
2-3 per cent predicted for Ortober. 
But I find myself in good company, 
for I understand that many profes- 
sional economists are also having 
their doubts. 

There is tittle question, however, 
that the problem lies less in the 
economic “correctness" of this or 
that element in the package, than in 
the government's determination and 
ability to cany out what it has de- 
cided to do. 

A REAL CAUSE of concern should 
be that, despite our innate desire to 
have confidence in our leaders at 
such a time of crisis, from an objec- 
tive view of the performance, 
Israel's governments since 1977 - 
those of Messrs. Begin, Shamir and, 
yes, of Peres, too - deserve a full 
measure of tbdpubtic's distrust. 

Consider the following: 

* The present two-pronged econo- 
mic crisis- die runaway inflation and 
the continued hemorrhaging of the 
country’s foreign currency reserve-; - 
are the direct result of Likud policies 
and stupidities. 

The two prime culprits were the 
Likud's first finance minister, the 
late Sirnha Erlich, and Yoram Ari- 
dor , its third man at the helm of the 
treasury. Aridor, when he is not 
busy saving the economy of the 
South African homeland of Ci&kei, is 
still around giving advice from bis 
positions as chairman of the Herat 
Executive and member of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee. 

* Even the Likud governments 
were twice shocked into attempting 
corrective action. But the heroic 
attempts of finance ministers Yigael 
Hurvitz in 1979-80 and Yigal Cohen- 
Orgad in 1983-84 were aborted in 
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mid-stream by unabashed decisions 
to pursue election-time policies of 
being “good to the people." The 
second such about-face in 1984 was 
responsible for bringing the eco- 
nomy to the brink of bankruptcy and 
disaster. 

Most of the Likud and religious 
party ministers responsible for those 
decisions and those policies are sit- 
ting in the present goverment. They, 
among others, are the people in 
whom we are being asked to have 
confidence. 

So why mix Shimon Peres's name 
with that soriy bunch? Because he 
has been prime minister for the past 
10 months and is thus largely re- 
sponsible for the frittering away of 
that time in partial policies that he 
should have known would not work. 

THERE IS ample evidence that the 
major elements of today's emergen- 
cy economic policy were included in 
the secret proposals worked out by a 
Labour Party task force on the eve of 
the July 1984 elections. These in- 
cluded a major slash in government 
budgets, which could only have cre- 
ated deep unemployment; a freeze 
on prices and wages; devaluation of 
the shekel linked to fluctuations in 
wage levels; sharp cuts in subsidies, 
and an end to the total linking of the 
economy - including salaries - to the 
Cost-of-Living Index. 

The men who participated in for- 
mulating that secret package are 
largely the men who are behind the 
present proposals: today's Deputy 
Finance Minister (for Labour) Adi 
Amorai, Peres' Economic Adviser, 
Amnon Neubach, and Professors 
Michael Bruno and Eytan Berglass. 
Taking part in the Labour Party's 
planning was Minister of Economic 
Planning Gad Ya'acobi, who was not 
included in the present group. Con- 
versely participating in the current 
effort,' but by definition absent from 
last year's party efforts, are the 
Likud's Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i and his Director General Dr. 
Emanuel Sharon. 

WHY DID THE Labour Party not 
press for the implementation of its 
emergency economic policy last 
September, when Shimdn Peres be- 
came prime minister and, in effect, 
economic generalissimo above Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i? 

The answer should be dear from 
the timing of the new policy. Mr. 
Feres has of late come in for much 
criticism for his lack of leadership on 
the economic front. The explanation 
for his behaviour should by now be 
dear. Mr. Peres was consciously 
hiding his time until tads party was 
well over the hump of the Histadrut 
elections. Those elections, which 
were held on May 13 (actually the 
Labour-controlled Histadrut bodies 
could have dedded on a much earlier 
date: the delay is but a further exam- 
ple of the general irresponsibility of 
our political leaders of all parties), 
resulted in a comfortable Labour 
victory. 
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The replacement of the failed 
package-deals with the present dra- 
conic policies and one-fell -swoop 
approach, went into high gear fol- 
lowing those elections, only a month 
and a half ago. 

By plumping- for such timing, Mr. 
Peres was acting in a somewhat simi- 
lar fashion to Menachem Begin, 
when the latter replaced Hurvitz 
with the catastrophic Aridor and to 
Yitzhak Shamir, when he compelled 
Coben-Orgad to stop his corrective 
policies in order to assure a Likud 
victory in the 1984 elections. 

THE RECORD of performance of 
all the political heroes concerned is 
hardly a recommendation for public 
confidence in the present govern- 
ment. But as the umpteenth raan-in- 
th e-street interviewed on Israel tele- 
vision says. “We have no choice but 
to have confidence, regardless of 
what they have done in the past." 

Prime Minister Peres's mam task m 
the coming days and months wiU be 
to restore the essential confidence 
that he and all our other political 
leaders have undermined in the re- 
cent past. 

The confidence of a public which 
so badly wants to believe can be 
restored only if the government pro- 
vides palpable proof that it is deter- 
mined to cany out its decisions, and 
capable of doing so; it is alive to tbe 
need for a modicum of fairness in 
dividing the burden; and that its 
leaders accept personal responsibili- 
ties for both successes and for fai- 
lures. 

Previous Likud governments and 
tbe present Peres government have 
made laughing-stocks of themselves 
by deciding time and again to slash 
their budgets and then failing to do 
so. It is disingenuous, to say tbe 
least, to attempt to claim that the 
imposition of additional taxes and 
service fees should be counted as 
budget cuts. Cuts are cuts, and the 
present government and Mr. Peres 
personally will be judged by the 
degree of political resolve they 
evince in actually slashing the over- 


inflated operational budgets of their 
respective ministries. 

True, it is the Likud ministers 
wbo, as a body, have been dragging 
their feet on a corrective economic 
policy. But Labour's Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin. Education Minister 
Navon and Health Minister Gur 
have been the major impediments to 
the implementation of effective 
budget cuts. 

The Likud's Minister of Industry 
and Trade Arik Sharon must also be 
accounted a major culprit in foiling 
any attempt at price controls. This 
was true in all tbe package deals. So 
far. there is no indication that he 
intends behaving any differently in 
the next three months. Consumers 
must police prices or they will not be 

controlled at all.

THE PRESENT policy divides the 
burden very unequally. It is <fisir£- 
enuous in the extreme for the gov- 
ernment to claim otherwise. Gov- 
ernments of the past 15 years, in- 
cluding the 10 months of the present 
one, have made possible, and in 
many cases actively abetted, a situa- 
tion in which between 20 and 30 per 
cent of the population has gotten its 
inordinate share from the trough of 
foreign aid, and continues to do so 
while living in the un taxed black 
economy. 

Ten mouths should certainly have 
sufficed to correct the lunacy of tax 
laws which for the past two years 
have enabled so many at the top of 
the pile to refrain from paying their 
fare share of taxes legally, in addi- 
tion to avoiding them illegally but 
without undue fear of punishment. 

With wage-earners constituting 80 


per cent of the population, it may 
well be that there is no immediate 
alternative to an unequal distribu- 
tion of the burden. The magnitude of 
the economic crisis may well make it 
impossible to lessen the impact our, 
the standard of living of the vast- 
majority of the people. But to make 
such a slash bearable, what is needed 
is evidence of the goverment's deter- 
mination to take away part of the 
spoils that the fat cals at the top have 
been permitted to grab for the past 
decade and a half. That evidence has 
not been provided, despite some 
brave, but so far empty, talk. 

Above all. what is needed is belief 
in the determination of our political 
leaders to take personal responsibil- 
ity for the risks and burdens they are 
imposing on us. 

What better evidence can one de- \ 
maud than a public statement by 
Prime Minister Peres that if the goal \ > ‘ 
of 2-3 per cent inflation by October is - 

not reached and maintained, he wiH ^ 
resign, and with him his entire gov- - ) ' • 
emment. 

One can only hope that for tire 
good of the country such a situation 
does not come to pass. Bui if the ~ • 
present policy does not succeed, no-, 
thing less should be expected from 
our leaders. The new policy stands 
little chance of succeeding if such a 
public commitment of political re- 
sponsibility is not given.
